NEW chapter, the most fabulous yet, was added to 
the story of boating during 1956 — it concerns out- 
board motors. ! 

In the post war years of 1946 and 1947 there existed an 
unprecedented demand for outboard motors just as there 
was for every other type of merchandise. It was the general 
consensus of opinion at that time that after this demand 
was met the outboard motor market would level off again 
to a more normal pattern. True, there was a general leveling 
trend evidenced during the years that followed, due in part 
to factors beyond the control of manufacturers or buyers, but 
this was not to be permanent. From the charts on these 
pages it is interesting to follow this pattern. 


Beginning in 1952 we note that again there is a steady 
rise in outboard motor demand on the part of the buying 
public. This demand has continued to increase until during 
1956 the actual number of unit sales of outboard motors 
surpassed that of 1947, the previous peak year. 


In unit sales alone this new sales record is significant 
but in increased dollar volume it is phenominal. 


Twenty year ago the outboard motor was little more than 
a novelty. In 1935 sales totaled 41.000 units. Now over 
550,000 units are sold annually, 640,000 in 1956. 


As the first chart indicates, and we mentioned earlier, the 
growth has generally been steady. The fluctuations that did 
occur over the years were the results of factors beyond the 
control of the industry and the boating public. 


The drop in sales in 1951 was caused by material alloca- 
tions growing out of the Korean war. Again a backlog was 
built up and, when the resulting unusual demand was met, 
sales leveled out at higher annual total than before. 

Unit sales figures, revealing as they are, do not tell the 
complete story. Àn even more remarkable growth is seen in 
the dollar volume of outboard motor sales. 

(Second Chart) In 1956, dollar volume was 64 percent 
higher than in the peak unit sales year of 1947. These figures 
do not hide any substantial price increases — not by any 
reasonable post-war standards. 
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The third chart shows that the price of a unit of outboard 
motor horsepower had decreased since 1941. But the average 
price of a motor has nearly doubled. 


The explanation of this apparent contradiction lies in a 
consumer preference swing to motors of higher horsepower. 
Motors sold in 1941 averaged 3.6 horsepower: motors sold 
in 1956 averaged 14.2 horsepower. 


Behind the trend toward larger motors — and boats — is 
the fact that outboard boating has become a family sport. 
Not so long ago, the outboard motor was ihought of almost 
exclusively as an item of auxiliary equipment for fishermen. 
Fishing continues to represent a major use of outboard mo- 
tors and boats. But the same boats and motors used for fish- 
ing are now also a means for such all-family activities as 
cruising, water-skiing. vacationing and picnicking. 


Like the number of new outboard motors put into use, 
the number of new boats put on the water has shown a 
steady increase over the years. And as consumer preference 
for larger motors has grown. the boats to go with them have 
tended to be larger and more expensive. The history of this 
growth is shown in the fourth chart. 


A fairly new but vitally important arrival on the out- 
boarding scene is the boat trailer. Its popularity has increased 
prodigiously. As shown in the fifth chart, unit sales since 
1939, when the first factory built trailer was produced, have 
grown by 10,000 percent. The average price of a trailer in 
1956 was $160.00. 


The rise in demand for boat trailers is another result of 
outboard boating's having become a family sport and the 
resulting trend toward larger boats and motors. Today, most 
of the outboard boats currently purchased are too large to 
carry on automobile tops and the trailer provides the only 
practical means of transportation. Moreover, the trailer-borne 
boat, which can be parked in the family garage or backyard 
when not in use, has brought boating to persons for whom it 
was not possible before — including city dwellers and resi- 
dents of areas where waterways are not located nearby.

PARENT.” This was the sign that greeted 
me as [ entered the grounds of a large and highly 
regarded yacht basin and boat dealer which had em- 
ployed our firm of marketing and management con- 
sultants to advise them how they could sell more 
boats. We were given an idea for our survey even as 
we. crossed the threshold of our client’s beautifully 
kept yard. 

For he was discouraging, right at his entrance, what 
could be a valuable addition to his sales force, one 
that will work for him during waking and parent 
awaking hours, nights and holidays, from soup to 
dessert. And the only commission he would have to 
pay this section of his sales force would be an ocea- 
sional bit of repair work, revarnishing and perhaps 
here and there the replacement of some easily mov- 
able item. 

While our own children have long since passed the 
age of fifteen, we can well remember how such a sign 
would have seemed to them very much like a slap in 
the face, a reflection on their grown-up status. If we 
had had boys instead of three girls I am sure their 
feelings would have been more so. 

In contrast, I know of another boat yard which 
has become very much like a club for boys, as well 
as for grownups in season and out. And there I have 
often seen repeated the following sequence of events: 
(1) Boy comes to the yard—often with friends—all 
asking many questions, climbing in and out of boats, 
while a friendly and understanding dealer tries to 
keep him or them out of trouble, (2) Boy comes 
again, this time bringing his father: more questions, 
much salesmanship by the boy (3) Father comes with 
his checkbook, as boy smiles happily. 

This last boat yard has a room which doubles as 
a club room for boys. It also has one or two members 
of its staff who know how to handle boys and from

time to time organize activities in which the boys, as 
well as their parenis, are interested. 

As a partner in a firm which undertakes surveys in 
the boating indusiry and as one who has had long 
experience with boats, from an outboard runabout 
to a 37 foot auxiliary yawl, I have some very decided 
ideas as to the part children play in this great and 
growing industry. As already suggested they begin 
their operations early and it is of the utmost impor- 
tance to members of the boating industry to cater to 
them, even if it means putting up with considerable 
inconvenience and even property damage. For, as 
children, they have considerable influence on the 
ways in which their parents will spend the family’s 
spare income. And later, as grownups, they may be- 
come important buyers in the boating market, once 
they have experienced the beneficial effects of the 
boating fever. 

A yacht broker told us that he and his partner were 
always glad to show their listings to boys. In this way 
they recently sold a “Lightning” to a thirteen year 
old boy, though his father later came along and signed 
the check. This one instance among many which have 
come to our attention. 

What can be done to interest children, and at the 
same time to keep them out of mischief? 

1. For one thing, it is important to have an under- 
standing and sympathetic attitude towards children 
on the part of the boat dealer or yard operator. This 
means someone on hand with considerable patience, 
combined with the necessary firmness.

Below is an explanatory paragraph concerning each of 
the three maps on these pages. The number at the begin- 
ning of each paragraph corresponds with that of a map. 


NUMBER 1 "RATIO OF BOAT TO MOTOR SALES" 


Throughout the nation, 48 outboard boats are sold for every 100 motors sold. Some areas buy boats at 
higher or lower ratios. States shown here in red buy boats 10% or more above this national ratio, while 
those in green buy at a ratio 10% or more below the national average. 


NUMBER 2 "SHARE OF MOTOR MARKET" 


Outboard sales in 1956 followed a trend to stronger markets throughout the South and West. States 
shown here in red increased their share of outboard motor sales by 20% or more of their 1955 levels. 
The states shown in green improved by 1% to 19% of their share of the market in 1955. 


NUMBER 3 "STRENGTH OF MOTOR MARKET" 


Trends to increasing markets do not reflect the actual strength of those markets either before or after 
the improvement. The strength or weakness of markets for outboard motors also show regional pat- 
terns. States shown in red account for more outboard motor sales than their population would indicate, 
despite the fact that their shares of the national buying power are smaller than their shares of the 
population. These states constitute what might be called the strong outboard markets. 

States shown in orange buy more motors than their population figures would predict, but they also 
have high buying power in relation to population. These are good markets, but not spectacular since 
there is a generally high income level prevailing. 

States shown in green have higher shares of buying power than of population, yet account for smaller 
shares of motor sales than that population would indicate. These are relatively weak outboard markets.

Boating has become big business all around the 
more than 10,000-mile shoreline of the lakes in the 
main river and tributaries system. 

According to Ed Campbell, director of reservoir 
properties for the Government, the increase in boats 
on TVA lakes between 1947 and 1955 has been twice 
the national increase during the same period. (Tt is to 
be noted that TVA figures do not include the 
thousands of boats used only when they are taken 
to lakes on car tops and trailers.) 

Some dealers saw the opportunities early. Typical 
was Jack Tedford of the Bluegrass Community near 
Knoxvill, Tenn. He drove his cows out of his pasture 
to milk them at his farm one day and the next day 
a Chris-Craft runabout, belonging to his brother-in- 
law, came in on water where the pasture had been. 
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Loudoun Lake was backing up from Fort Loudoun 


Dam, on the Tennessee River, and Tedford had an 
idea for going into the boating business. His Blue- 
grass Dock and Boat Yard today is one of the best 
of 318 private enterprises. 

Claude Fox, executive director of the National 
Outboard Association, with headquarters in Knox- 
ville, is also head о Кох & Co., boat dealers, in 
Knoxville. He has seen boating grow. 

“There has been a terrific increase in the boating 
industry,” is the way Fox, seen at his office, put it. 
“Boating activities have quadrupled in the last few 
years, especially їп outboards.” 

Fox had just delivered a cabin cruiser to Watts 
Bar Lake at Kingston, Tenn., on the eve of a re- 
gatta there. 

Lakes open for year-around fishing have figured 


‘in boating sales gains. Thousands of boats are hauled 


to lakes on trailers and launched at public access 
roads, such as at Kingston, where cars with boat- 
trailers can turn off the main highway on to a paved 
road going right down to the water. 

But don't expect to see a lot of fishing boats 
bunched together in use on lakes. They. spread out— 
often to covers—for fishing. 
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An editor wanted the writer to get a picture 
of at least 100 fishermen together out in their boats. 


` The writer called Pete Smith of Pete Smith's Watts 


Bar Village, a popular luxurious fishing resort near 
Watts Bar Dam in Tennessee. 

“No!” exclaimed Smith, “that’s just what they 
don’t do on these lakes. An editor should go to 
Coney Island for something like that.” 

Business and professional men are buying more 
inboard recreation boats—cruisers, runabouts,. speed- 
boats, and the like. The last count of these was 2263, 
as compared with 1267 in 1947, an increase of 78.6 
per cent. 

Dealers are displaying cruisers, often several miles 
from lakes, as Bill Penney successfully does at 
Chattanooga. 

Landlubbers have become mariners and hobbies 
have. changed after spins over lakes. 

Among the first was W. J. Hargis, lumber and 
furniture man of Cleveland, Tenn., and Knoxville. 

“I used to be a horse show fan," he said, grinning, 
after he got his 38-foot custom built cabin cruiser 
in 1943. “A friend and I got together one day. He 
got interested in my hobby, and I got imterested in 
his—boating. It all led to a swap. 

“I sold out of show horses, lock, stock and barrel, 
and went into this boating thing with a bang.” 

The number of boats using TVA lakes has risen 
from 9615, valued at $5,359,655 m 1947, to 35,431, 
valued at $13,259,419 in 1955, when the last count 
was made. This does not include the thousands of 
boats transported to the lakes on car tops and trailers 
only when used. 

Lakes with the greatest number of inboard recrea- 
tion boats were Chickamauga, 406, valued at $1,782,- 


000; Guntersville, 397, valued at $2,293,900; and Ken- 
tucky, 344, valued at $1,527,825. —

Gross receipts for year from sale of motor fuel, oil, 
foods, refreshments, fishing tackle, miscellaneous 
services—$3, 175,284. 

Gross receipts from sale of boats and motors— 
$1,606,283. 

The gross income on commercial recreation op- 
erations on the lakes was a 241 per cent increase 
over 1947. 

There were an estimated 27,780,000 person-day 
visits to the lakes for recreation, a 278 per cent in- 
crease over 1947. Kentucky led with 5,260,700, 
Guntersville had 3,642,250, Norris 3,227,100, and 
Wheeler 3,051,150. 

The value of recreation facilities and equipment 
on TVA lakes and lake frontage property is $53,216,- 
358, an increase of 11 per cent over 1954 and a 317 
per cent increase over 1947, the first year such data 
was collected. 

The next count available, expected in the spring of 
1957, will show further large gains. 
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Thousands of boats are hauled to lakes on 
trailers, such as this one, or on cartops. 
These thousands are not numbered in a count 
of boats kept on the TVA lakes. This picture 
of a boat launching was taken on Watauga 
Lake in picturesque upper East Tennessee. 


Increasing interest in boating, with more sales, has 
resulted from free shows put on at lakes by the 
Flying Boatmen of Knoxville. Dixie Loy, manager of 
the Athletic House Marine Store, in Knoxville, has 
been active in the group from the start. 

The boating equipment is sold to the Flying Boat- 
men by the Atlantic House. 

On trips for shows, the group of skilled boat 
owners, pays its own way. It attracts crowds wher- 
ever it goes. 

The Flying Boatmen not only demonstrate ma- 
neuvers, such as the figure 8 and precision V-forma- 
tions, but also show water safety. 

Boating dealers and others have long put emphasis 
on the need for water safety. 
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In the many regattas of the National Outboard 
Association and others there are demonstrations of 
safety too. Drivers wear lfejackets. 

A regatta sponsored by the Lions Club at King- 
ston in the summer of 1956 drew over 7000 people. 
Spectators become boat buyers. Often the participants 
in such regattas are working men who are off for the 
weekend. Typical is Walter J. Knigbt, a pipefitter 
in an atomic plant at Oak Ridge, Tenn. His wife has 
the family car, boat trailers and other gear packed 
and ready to go on a Friday night. Sometimes there 
is an all-night trip to a racing site. Knight's cousin, 
Ralph Scott of Paducah, Ky., is also among the 
nation's top water bugs.

going up rapidly for the past five years, along 
with the growth of the boating industry. The 
end is not yet in sight. 


"Ts demand for petroleum products has been 


Figuring gasoline per boat at 150 gallons per year 
used by inboards (categories 1 and 2), plus 42.6 
gallons per year used by outboards (category 3), 
plus 4,000 gallons per year for each of the 3,000 in- 
board cruisers and sailboats of five net tons or over 
documented by U. S. Bureau of Customs (category 4), 
the total gasoline potential for 1957 is 331,504,500 
gallons. 


Add to this total 2,000 gallons of diesel fuel for each 
of the 8,750 diesel-powered craft and it gives a total 
fuel potential of 349,004,500 gallons during 1957. 


Lubricants, related to gasoline and diesel operation 
(Table 2), should total more than 15 million gallons 
in addition, bringing the grand total for the year's 
petroleum potential to more than 364-million gallons. 
If you divide it out, this is an actual total of more than 
60 gallons of petroleum products per boat for the 


5,971,000 boats estimated in use at the end of 1956. 
These consumption figures for fuels and lubricants 

apply only to pleasure craft. They do not include 

commercial fishing craft. | 

It is interesting to note the growth in numbers of 
recreational boats in use in the U.S. during the past 
50 years, as documented by the National Association. 
They report that in 1904 there were 15,000 boats in 
use. By 1913 there were 400,000. By 1930 the total had 
grown to 1,500,000. By 1947 it jumped to 2,440,000. 
And in 1953 the total went to 5,023,000. 

The petroleum potential for 1957 may actually 
exceed the estimates given here, if the total number of 
boats in use, or the total gallonage per boat, increases 
during the coming year, which is entirely possible. 
No allowance has been made for any increase in the 
number of new boats over and above the number of 
those that will be taken out of service during 1957, 
since any such allowance is conditional upon a series 
of variable factors. The estimated petroleum po- 
tential, therefore, is probably best defined as a 
minimum potential.

motors for the year 1956. 

A total of 25,851 private boats, outboard motors, 
commercial boats and dealers’ registrations were 
issued іп 1956 as-compared to 22,989 during the 1955 
season. These figures indicate an increase of 2,862 
registrations over the previous year, this year being 
the highest on record, or a gain of 12.45%. 

Private boats of the inboard type show an increase 
of 164 or 8.74%. Outboard motor registrations in- 
ereased by 2,545 or 12.50% over the previous year.

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AS told to PHELPS INGERSOLL 


ing my friend Dick and I received when 

we arrived at the boat dealer from whom 

Dick had bought his new dream boat; a popular 

stock boat. [t was a nice greeting — it made us feel 

good — but later experience forced us to wonder 
what it meant, 

This was Dick's second boat. His first had been a 

runabout. Now he had grown up to a 26 foot inboard 

cruiser. I went along to give some advice on operating 


Фе?! I THERE she is, all ready to go," Was the greet- 


this larger boat and to help on the 30 mile run to its 


new home port. 

Dick had been given two half-hour operating les- 
sons and there his experience in handling a cruiser 
and running 30 miles *outside" stopped. I asked about 
gas, oil, water and ice and was informed everything 
was full up. We cast off and had a perfect run. Every- 
thing was as Dick had dreamed it should be, and his 
pleasure and pride in his new boat increased with 
évery mile logged. 

When we reached the home port and club, Dick 
naturally wanted to impress the *rocking chair fleet." 
As we neared the dock, I asked where the dock lines 
were. There was a strong tide running and I wanted 
to be sure we tied up quickly. Dick said he did not 


know and a quick search in all likely lockers pro- 


duced nothing. On the foredeck was a ten foot length 
of old 5/16" line and that was it. 

Dick made a good landing and we quickly bor- 
rowed lines and were properly secured. Then we 
started searching for necessary equipment and this 
is what we did not find: 

Not a single life preserver or approved cushion 

‘No fire extinguishers 

No ropes — dock or anchor lines 

No anchor 

No fenders 

No alcohol for the stove 

No boat hook 

No Coast Guard registration or number 

No bilge pump 

Not even a screwdriver or a pair of pliers 

You can say it was Dick’s and my fault, But, was 
12 What did that cheery, “all ready to go” mean? 
Now this was not a cheap sale to Dick. He paid cash 
—no trade-in—no dickering and he took the boat the 
dealer recommended. There was no mention of “ex- 
tra equipment” during Dick’s earlier visits to the 
dealer and Dick was too excited to think of them. 
The fact that Dick did immediately equip his boat 


when he had learned what was missing shows he 


wanted it properly outfitted. Why did the dealer fail 
to sell the extras? Why did he throw away the profit 
he could have made on them? Why did he deliver 
an unequipped boat? We did not know the answers, 
but I do know Dick was mad! He felt he had been 
gypped and subjected to needless risk by the dealer 
not having at least called these necessary items to his 
attention before delivering the boat. Dick never went 
back to that dealer and never recommended him 
to others. 
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It all adds up to this. The dealer developed a 
new customer. He made a profitable sale. But, he 
certainly antagonized and lost one customer and 
probably Dick’s talking cost him other boat sales. 
He did the one thing no dealer can afford to do in 
these days of high costs. He missed a nice big profit 
on the sale of extras. If those extras had been sold, 
beside building good will, they would have kept 
Dick coming back for more equipment later on. 
So this sale resulted in lost profits, lost good will 
and a lost customer. 

Two years later Dick decided he wanted a larger 
cruiser. He sold the 26 footer and bought a new 40 
footer, Naturally, from another dealer. Again I was 
asked to go along when this Dream Boat was to be 
brought to her home port, a 75 mile cruise this time. 
Dick told me that while the sale was being made the 
dealer brought into the discussion all the extras. 
Here is what Dream Boat was equipped with: 

One light and one heavy anchor properly secured 

in chocks — each with 150 feet of line 

3 dock lines 

4 fenders 

2 ring buoys in brackets with boat name in gold 

letters 

4 approved cushions 

6 approved life preservers 

1 boat hook in brackets 

4 folding deck chairs 

3 fire extinguishers 

2 bilge pumps: 1 electric — 1 manual 

1 $30.00 set of spare emergency motor parts 

2 spare propellers secured in engine compartment 

1 clock — 1 barometer — both mounted 

1 set of charts covering the first cruise 

1 compass deviation card made up by an expert 

1 set of selected tools 

1 set Coast Guard regulations and pamphlets 

Boat name and home port lettered on transom 

Coast Guard registration number lettered on bow 

1 can chrome polish 

1 gallon of alcohol for the stove 

When we arrived at the dealer's yard we were 
aided in stowing dishes, bedding, food and other 
gear. Then we went for a three hour run, including 
landings at several docks so Dick could get the feel 
of his. Dream Boat. The ice box was full, and the 
stove worked perfectly and our first dinner on board 
was one to lorg remember. 

In the evening the dealer came aboard and asked 
what time we planned to leave in the morning. We 
said seven and he then told Dick his mechanic would, 
go with us to check on everything as we went along 
and would either make adjustments if needed or 
report to the dealer so they could be made later. He 
told us there would be no charge for this service and 
all he had to do was to see that the chap was put on 
a train when we got home. 

Just as we finished breakfast the next morning, 
the mechanic came aboard and we cast off. Dick said,

reality for the people of Long Beach, Cah- 
fornia, with the opening of the first Basin of 
the Alamitos Bay Marina in January, 1957. 

In April, 1953, the people of Long Beach voted to 
build a small-boat harbor in the Alamitos Bay area— 
a partially-developed area used by small boat owners 
with property on the bay, but no pubhe mooring 
facilities. Basin No. 1 holds approximately 342 boats, 
ranging in length from 20 to 80 feet, and is the first 
step in the completion of a $14,000,000 eity-owned 
yacht anchorage that will accommodate 1800 boats, 
each in individual slips. 

In order to operate such an extensive facility, the 
City of Long Beach created the Marine Department, 
headed by a Director, I was appointed by City Man- 
ager Samuel E. Vickers in September, 1956, to be the 
first Director and plans were set up to begin slip 
rentals the first of the year. 

The Director has under his jurisdiction the Ad- 
ministrative Division, the Operations and Mainte- 
nance Division, and Lifeguard Division. The Admin- 
istration Division handles the clerical work for all 
divisions, in addition to the big job of processing all 
slip applications, billing, cost accounting, ete. The 
Operations and Maintenance Division is headed by 
the Harbor Master. This division is responsible for 
the inspection of privately installed docks and floats 
and the patrol of the Marina area. These private 
installations are subject to City Engineering Depart- 
ment regulations and must be inspected on installa- 
tion and periodically thereafter. 

Long Beach boasts many miles of the finest beach 
in the world, necessitating a sizable lifeguard service

which requires the use of seagoing lifeboats. At the 
peak of the summer season, over 100 lifeguards are on 
duty. This unit has been operating as a part of the 
Publice Safety Department, but with the organization 
of the Marine Depariment, it became, more properly, 
a part of the new department. The Captain of Life- 
guards is in charge of this important division. 

To assist in the formation of the broad operating 
policy of the Marina, the Mayor appointed a Marina 
Advisory Committee composed of citizens represent- 
ing sail boat groups, power boat groups, adjacent 
property owners, and non-boating citizens. Our Di- 
rector of Recreation also serves on this committee as 
an ex-officio member. 

Our Marine Department is unique in municipal 
government. The Director and Advisory Committee, 
with other City officials, must work out the complex 
task of leasing the many concessions such as marine 
supply stores, repair yards, brokerage firms, fuel 
docks, restaurants, as well as, conceivably, dress shops, 
novelty shops, ete., that will want to locate in the 
area. Arrangements will also be made to accommodate 
all the various beating clubs, youth organizations, 
yacht clubs, who want to make the new Marina their 
headquarters. 

The Alamitos Bay Marina, when completed, will be 
the largest small boat anchorage in the world and 
the citizens of Long Beach may be justly proud in 
finally achieving the realization of a project, long in 
planning, that will provide civic beautification, as 
well as recreational facilities for the people of South- 
ern California. 
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HE same thing that has happened to boating 
in the United States has happened in Canada. 
Today, many a summer home in the Muskoka 

or Haliburten. disc icts of Ontario has a boathouse, 
and in the cities and towns the garage holds not only 
a car or two but a boat and its trailer as well. 

In Canada today there are more than 700,000 pri- 
vately-owned recreational craft im operation on 
coastal waters, inland lakes and rivers during the 
season. in addition to this, there are in excess of 
65,000 craft with inboard engines. These figures indi- 
cate that one out of every 22 persons in Canada owns 
a boat of some type. When parallelled with the per 
capita boat ownership in the United States — one 
in 30 — the true significance can be seen. 

Ontario leads the way with the Toronto area doing 
at least 50 per cent of all the pleasure boating busi- 
ness in Canada. Quebec is second and British Colum- 
bia third with Nova Scotia following closely behind. 

While the bulk of the sales during 1957 will con- 
tinue to be in the outboard class, as they have been 
in the past few years, the boat-building fraternity 
knows that once a customer is water-borne he is never 
content until he can pilot something bigger and bet- 
ter — and he craves more power as he steps up his 
requirements. l'or this reason, expanded sales of out- 
board cruisers with bunks, galley and toilets are 
expected. Sales of the various types of inboard- 
powered craft should also rise. 

The reasons for the tremendous climb in Canadian 
boating are obvious and follow very closely the. pat- 
tern so familiar in U. S. boating circles — growth of 
the five-day work week in industry, the lure of Can- 
ada’s waterways, and the rise in wages and salaries 
which means money to spend. 

One of Canada’s leading boat builders points out 
that the industry is following more and more the 
methods of the automobile makers and introducing 
annual model change-overs and facilities for purchas- 
ing on easy credit terms. Two-tone effects in boats, 
for instance, are said to be coming into their own 
on the Canadian market. This advanced styling is 
sufficient in itself to encourage a large number of 
buyers to replace their present boat with a sleek 
new craft. 

Canada’s boat builders — some 225 of them — are 
heading into 1957 expecting the biggest sales year 
yet. The only restrictive influence seen on the horizon 
appears to be a possible shortage of berthing facili-

ties. The builders point out that the average Canadi- 
an dealer today is stocking more merchandise than 
ever before. He has learned to contemplate his needs 
ahead and buys well in advance of his estimated de- 
mand, This is attributed to the loss of sales in in- 
creasing numbers during the last few years, simply 
because the customer refuses to wait for delivery. 
The builders themselves have been hard put to meet 
the demand, even on a year round production sched- 
ule. 

One Canadian advertising executive who has close 
affiliations with the marine industry observes, ^With 
a relatively short boating season, Canadians have 
taken to the water in surprising numbers during the 
post-war years, particularly to the inland lakes and 
rivers. Racing and outboard clubs are springing up 
everywhere. Water skiing is growing rapidly in popu- 
larity and of course is encouraging sales of more and 
more pleasure craft." 


While complete figures are not yet available, it is 


estimated that Canadians spent more than $26,000. 


000 on boats, motors and marine equipment during 
1956. This is double their outlay five years ago, and 
is regarded by many authorities as just the beginning 
of what is to come. 

Brydon Brass Mfg. Company, a leading hardware 
manufacturer and distributor in Weston, Toronto, 
reports, “The marine business in Canada has been 
steadily booming since 1950. Possibly the most phe- 
nomenal aspect is the greatly increased number of 
marine dealers who operate on a vear round basis. 
Today there is a market in Canada for marine mer- 
chandise the year round." 

Another indication of the parallel of Canadian 
boating to that of the United States is the experience 
of Outboard Marine Croporation of Canada. This 
firm, the only outboard motor manufacturer in the 
provinces, reports their entire 1956 production of 
motors was sold out before the boating season really 
sot underway. | 

There are boat shows springing up everywhere. 
Many dealers are holding their own. Last year's Cana- 
dian National Sporismen's Show — held in Toronto 
— attracted well over 200,000 persons including some 
1,500 Canadian dealers. 

This then is boating in Canada today. What is 
ahead we can but anticipate from what has gone 
before — and certainly the future looks bright.

T HE time was May, 1945. The place: mid-Pacific, 


shop full of tools and ready to go. Maybe someday, 
when the war is over,.......... Yes, someday 
TR m A few months later when the war's end was 
actually in sight, he began writing letters to com- 
panies he hoped to represent, laying the groundwork 
for the future. 

Time passed and it was March 18, 1946. The place 
was Cincinnati, Ohio. Nothing special, no fanfare, 
just a little notice in the paper saying that former 
Lieutenant (j.g.) R. L. Flerlage, U. S. Coast Guard, 
had purchased a small garage building at 3560 East- 
ern Avenue and was going to open a boat store. 

Flerlage, assisted by his pre-war friend and Power 
Squadron member, George B. Beyer, soon found 
there is no substitute for experience and lacking that,

a man must learn by doing. Never having been in a 


mercantile business before, Flerlage made his first. 


mistake by buying a building to house the business, 
leaving almost no capital with which to buy stock or 
fixtures. 

The first day open for business is recalled today 
with a grim chuckle. An empty building — 5,000 
square feet of it, with the telephone sitting on the 
floor and a stock consisting of five outboard motors, 
twelve boat cleats and thirty two cans of paint — 
with no customers! But there were plenty of other 
things to do. The building had been vandalized be- 
fore Flerlage bought it and there were many broken 
windows and smashed fixtures to repair or replace. 
After the cleanup came a general renovation includ- 
ing plastering, painting, wiring and plumbing; even 
new advertising signs to be made. With few cus- 
tomers to interfere, the work progressed and was 
completed in a short time. By then modest classified 
advertising had effectively spread the word and, with 
more inventory, the business was officially on its way. 

The company’s first fixtures were second-hand; a 


desk and chair, surplus shelving, and old fashioned 


drugstore display cases. With limited capital, there 
wasn’t a great deal of stock to display but with an 
eye to future growth, Flerlage plowed back the profits 
from every sale. The first big break for the little 
firm occurred when the owner of another new marine 
business decided he was over extended and offered 


to sell out to Flerlage. Although the deal was never 
completed, a substantia] transfer of inventory took 
place at a price very favorable to the buyer. Although 
primarily established for retail sales, some lines were 
acquired on a jobbing basis and the company solicited 
business from other dealers in the area. Every means 
for publicity was utilized as well as all conventional 
forms of advertising. 

The second incident assisting the company's growth 
occurred in 1947 when Flerlage, with his brother-in- 
law and their wives, became pioneers in what was 
later to become a major phase of outboarding — 
extended trips in the small cruisers just then reaching 
the market. Using two 20 foot Cruisalongs, the two 
couples made a 500 mile cruise on the Ohio and Ken- 
tucky rivers which was nationally featured in a story 
published by “Yachting” magazine and written by 
Flerlage himself. Naturally this national recognition 
did the company no harm. 

During its early stages of growth, the firm acquired 
two important assets, the. first of which was its sec- 
ond employee, John E. McFarland. A former Navy 
^motor mac" with unlimited mechanical and wood- 
working ability, McFarland was largely responsible 
for the company's second asset; its widely recognized 
reputation for quality workmanship in repairing, re- 
finishing and outfitting boats. All such work was done 
to the best of the firm's ability and the job when 


finished was guaranteed fully and without question.

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“Things were often hectic in those days”, Flerlage 
recalls, “and at times we pulled through only by the 
skin of our teeth— not to mention the help of our 
banker”. 

Then, as now, every customer was important to the 
growing firm and every bit of business diligently 
pursued. Although the first years’ sales were modest, 
they took a decided jump in 1947 and have continued 
to grow substantially each year up to the present 
time. It wasn’t long after the Fledgling company hit 
its stride that Flerlage discovered his building was 
too smal] and the business needed more space. In 
1950, when no desirable building could be found in 
the proper location, Flerlage acquired several lots 
next to a city park on the river bank east of the busi- 
ness district and, after tearing down the houses on 
them and doing extensive filling, proceeded to build 
a completely new establishment containing 7500 


square feet. 


Just about the time construction began, Flerlage 
got another break. The Cincinnati Yacht and Supply 
Company, the city’s largest marine store and one of 
its oldest, was liquidated with Flerlage getting its 
inventory, franchises and customers. With this move, 
Flerlage Marine moved into a position of prominence 
in the midwest which it has held to date. 

Despite the fact that the new building provided 
50% more floor space than the old one, by 1951 it 
was again necessary to expand and the area under 
the building was excavated to permit construction 
of a grade level basement totaling 6000 additional 
feet. The following year internal changes provided 
still more usable floor area and by 1953 the company 
was fully utilizing over 14,000 feet of showroom, 
shop, office and storage space. 

At this same time the firm added to its personnel 
the present Service Manager, Norman Henderson, 
already widely known in boating circles for his abil- 
ity as pit mechanic on several successful racing craft 
including the Webb Trophy winner “Ballyhoo”. 
Holding an aircraft mechanics license and with 14 
years experience teaching motor mechanics in Cin- 
cinnati’s Central Vocational High School plus many 
more years in the automotive service field, Henderson 
brought a varied background to the firm and quickly 
became “Mr. Outboard” on the river. With his as- 
sistance, the outboard motor phase of the business

grew steadily in the fields of sales and service until 
today the firm is recognized as one of the top Johnson 
dealers in the country. 

Also at this time the third key member of the firm, 
Mrs, Marie Walz, joined the organization. As book- 
keeper and in charge of the company’s offices, Mrs. 
Walz keeps close dose on customer and supplier 
accounts, bank operations and payroll of the in- 
creasingly complex business. 

To provide better service and additional con- 
venience for its many northern Kentucky customers, 
the firm in March of 1955 opened its first branch 
store at 201 East Second Street in Covington, Ken- 
tucky. Now under the management of Jack Bentz, 
this operation proved highly successful from the 
start and added another substantial increase to the 
company's mounting volume. 

In 1956 the main store was again remodeled, this 
time extensively. The repair shops were relocated in 
the rear of the building and the showroom enlarged 
to occupy the entire front facing the street. New 
general offices were created upstairs in a former club- 
room while the old office on the main floor was con- 
verted to a sales office. A balcony was built over the 
new shops providing space for a stockroom as well 
as display of small boats. In addition to the interior 
improvement, the property was fenced for added 
security and an additional building 28 by 56 feet was 
erected at the rear of the parking lot for storage pur- 
poses. With these improvements included, the firm's 
floor.space measures 16,500 square feet with capital 
assets approximating a quarter million dollars. 

Realizing that institutional promotion would bene- 
fit the company as well as its customers, Shop Man- 
ager John McFarland several years ago banded to- 
gether with a group of progressive boatmen and form- 
ed the Cincinnati Outboard Runabout Association, 
now nationally known as COBRA. In its early days 
this group, along with the Cincinnati Power Squadron

The facts and figures contained in this report were obtained from the fore- 
most agencies dealing with engines, boats, accessories, fuel, ete. The facts 
were gathered by Mr. T. N. Anderson of Eustis, Florida, who is editor and 
publisher of the periodical titled “Fun, Facts and Fishing.” 

The figures as presented in the first chart below carry only the projected 
conclusions reached after full study of statistics obtained. Following this 
are explanations of source of material and manner of deductions used in 
reaching conclusions on the economics concerned with recreational boating 
on fresh, brackish and marginal Florida water.

EXPLANATIONS 
General remarks concerning the acquisition of sta- 
tistics from which the projection figures for Florida 
were taken must include reference to some of the 
sources of information. The 1955 report of the Indus- 
try Advisory Committee on Statistics of the National 
Association of Engine and Boat Manufacturers, Inc., 
420 Lexington Avenue. New York 17, New York, fur- 
nished a great many of the basic figures used in this 
report. This association hired Public Relations Coun- 
sel, R. A. Bruno, and Associates of New York City to 
complete their statistical survey. In addition, the Out- 
board Boating Club of America. 307 N. Michigan 
Avenue, Chicago 1. HL. furnished a great wealth of 
statistics. Verifications of estimates have come from 
many of the 75 manufacturer: contacied. such as; 


Boat Trailers 
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Johnson Motors, Mercury Motors and Baird Hard- 
ware Co. of Gainesville and a multitude of other simi- 
lar concerns. The material received from these replies 
and surveys has been filed with Dr. David Smith at 
his office in Gainesville to be used as bibliographical 
reference substantiating the figures projected in this 
report and adding the facility for further breakdown 
of items if so desired. 


Specific Reference to Items Projected 
Item 11. 
The figure, Four Hundred Thousand boats using 
Florida waters was based on the U. S. Coast Guard’s 
reports as interpreted by the National Association of 
Engine and Boat Manufacturer’s report and covered 
all recreational boats in the area. These boats ranged 
from 16 ft. sculls with an exceedingly low upkeep and 
maintenance to large cruisers used on the inland wa- 
terways and bays of the state. There is obviously a 
wide variance to annual operational costs involved. 
Local consultation was used to strike an average main- 
tenance and use cost per vessel and these averages 
varied from $500 to $1,000. The low figure of $500 
was used in this report to avoid any intimation of 
exaggeration. 
Item #2. 
The statistical findings of Outboard Boating Club of 
America quoted by Johnson Motors yielded this figure. 
Item $3. 
The members of the committee after consulting deal- 
ers, boat users, etc., arrived at this figure. 
Item #4. 
A study of the Bruno statistics together with opera- 
tional use costs produced this comparative figure. 
Item #5 
Considering outboard motors and boats to be 40% 
and the funds involved Twenty Million Dollars, then 
the inboard would of necessity reach Thirty Million 


Dollars. 
SPECIAL NOTE 


To substantiate the figures incorporated in items 2 
to 5, the National Association of Engine and Boat 
Manufacturers quoted an annual figure for 1955 of 
One Billion One Hundred Million Dollars for the pur- 
chase of new and used boats, appliances, equipment 
and use for same during 1955. The Florida Industrial 
Index is 4.43% and when this is applied to the items 
2 to 5 it produces a Forty-eight Million Seven Hun- 
dred Thirty Thousand Dollar estimate which almost 
exactly matches the Florida estimates in items 2 to 5 
with the exception that operating cost had not been 
estimated previously and are included now as item: 
6. This estimate is low but it must be understood that 
some of the boats operated 12 months while some 
possibly only a day.

FAR-SIGHTED City Administration, headed by 
former Mayor A. C. MeCaughan, backed by pro- 
gressive business and civic leaders, inspired and 

guided by the late Ira Hand and the Waterways Im- 
provement Committee of the National Association of 
Boat and Engine Manufacturers, determined to in- 
corporate a municipal marina into the Corpus Christi 
Bayfront Protection project. That the action was wise- 
ly planned and developed is indicated in the figures 
to follow. 

The Yacht Basin is operated under the Supervision 
of the City's Park & Recreation Department, Mr. W. 
P. Witte, Director. The Yacht Basin Division main- 
tains and rents 224 boat slips on the two T Heads and 
the L Head. In addition, it operates a barge dock. All 
usable slips are rented throughout the year and a con- 
stantly growing waiting list is on file. 

The Yacht Basin personnel consists of a Yacht Basin 
Supervisor, John Segrest, two Assistant Yacht Basin 
Supervisors, Paul Jett and Albert Richard, and one 
custodial worker. | 

The assignment of slips, billing, collections and 
bookkeeping is handled through the Yacht Basin 
Office. In addition, constant patrol is maintained on 
the two T Heads, L Head and barge dock. 

The following figures are the expenditures for the 
fiscal years and represent regular salaries, materials 
and supplies, contractural services, other charges and 
capital outlay:

Additional money was provided in the year 1955- 
56 ($20,700.00) for the installation of electrical facil- 
ities to the boat slips on the Lawrence and Peoples 
Street T Heads. The estimated expenditure for the 
year 1956-1957 is $27,936.00 and additional money 
was provided to install four additional small boat 
launching ramps on the L Head. 

The Park areas on the Т' Heads are maintained by 
the Park Department, at no charge to the Yacht Basin. 
Repairs to the streets leading to and on the T Heads 
and Barge Dock are maintained by the City Street 
Division, cost of repairs paid by the Yacht Basin. 


Other maintenances such as pier repairs, safety cable, 


curb posts, are done by the City Building maintenance, 
cost paid by the Yacht Basin. The cost of these repairs 
are much lower when done by the City than by out- 
sider contractors. 

Boat slips are rented on a boat foot basis; on the 
T Heads it is one and one-half a cent per boat foot 
per day and on the L Head it is one cent per boat foot 
per day. Other incomes are the Bayfront Concessions 
and the barge dock. Barge dock rental is as follows: 
$5.00 per day per barge, $10.00 per day per drilling 
rig, and $20.00 per day per barge tender.

During the months of May through August 1956 we 
had 72 visiting boats ranging in size from 20 to 116’ 
in length, berthed at the Yacht Harbor.

Dear Friends: 


I received the new Marine Directory today and I’m 
sure proud of you folks. It is a real nice job, and a 
wonderful tool. 

In traveling around from city to city, lake to lake 
and state to state there is never a day that I don’t 
learn something. During my more than 400,000 miles 
of travel during the past 5 years, calling exclusively 
on the marine trade, I have learned many things I 
could include in this letter to you. ` 

Uppermost in my mind is the question: Does the 
average marine dealer realize the affects price cutting 
can and is having on this industry or is he just trying 
to make another sale? 

It makes no difference to me, whether it be dealer, 
jobber or manufacturer, price cutting is not the 
answer to increased sales. Take for example one small 
item that sold for $3.00 list in 1956. It will sell for less 
than $2.00 in 1957. These are the affects of price 
cutting: (See chart below) 


67е at the end of six months, 46c after one year, 23c 
after two years, 15c after three years and lc after 5 
years.” All of these figures may seem a little terrify- 
ing. Don't be too alarmed— the fact is that well over 
95% of the people in this country are honest. 

In all my travels T've found a very small percentage 
of dealers who have proper office facilities for collect- 
ing accounts, and I'm going on record here, that writ- 
ing collection letters is a disagreeable task. Amen. 

I was ask just recently, ^Where can I get good office 
girls." I know just as well as you do that good efficient 
office help is scarce today. This doesn't mean, how- 
ever, that a business can be properly run without it. 
cpu MEME Now consider this; There is a definite 
need for salesmanship during 1957 in the marine 
business. The American people are in a buying mood, 
but they are not sure just what to buy. 

Excess income is breaking new records every 
month, and no one seems to be able to see the stop- 
ping point. More important, the "little man" has

We are busy people in this wonderful marine busi- 
ness today.

Bill had his boat rigged and motor tuned 
up last April... the account is still not paid. Every 
dollar owed to the dealer decreases in value 45c when 
it becomes one-year overdue. We are all well aware of 
the fact that the older the account is the harder it is 
to collect. When six months have passed you can be 
sure you are only going to recoup about 67c on the 
dollar. The United States Department of Commerce 
figures graphically illustrate this. They say, “The 
over-due dollar is worth only 90c after two months, 
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volume, and handling 20% more merchandise 
volume, and handling 50% more merchandise 
volume, and handling 10096 more merchandise 


volume, and handling 200% more merchandise 


more confidence in the future than has the "big 
man". He is willing to go further into debt. 

In 1957 there's likely to be a higher percent of un- 
planned purchases than ever before. The result being 
that this is the time when real old fashioned sales- 
manship can attract the consumer dollar. 

Buyers will be especially vulnerable to suggestive 
salesmanship. Up-grading—not price cutting, will be 
the important buying theme over the months to come. 
Buyers want quality and are in the market for quality 
merchandise. The accent is unmistakably on quality 
rather than price. | 

The year of 1957 will be the greatest in history if 
all the dealers will key their sales efforts to these buy- 
ers moods, and we in the marine industry will open 


-our doors to a bigger share of the consumer dollar, 


than ever before realized.

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REVIEW OF 1956 MOTORBOAT AND SAILBOAT 
RACING SEASON 





NEW world water speed record of over 225 

mph, the first coast-to-coast televising of the 

Gold Cup Race for unlimited hydroplanes, a 
record smashing entry of over 500 boats in the stock 
outboard national championships, the 20th sailing 
of the biennial ocean race to Bermuda and the in- 
ternational yachting competition in the Olympic 
games in Australia were the headliners in a banner 
year for boat racing. 

Straightaway mile trials and closed course compe- 
tition for inboard and outboard hydroplanes and run- 
abouts, predicted log contests for inboard cruisers, 
deep-water long distance events and one-design com- 
petition for sail boats all experienced new highs in 
popularity during 1956. Thousands of new enthusiasts 
were attracted to racing from the more than 28,- 
000,000 men, women and children participating in 
recreational boating. 

Donald Campbell, son of the late English boat and 
auto racing great, Sir Malcolm Campbell, established 
a new world water speed record of 225.36 mph on 
Lake Coniston, England, Sept. 19. He put his jet- 
propelled Bluebird through the first mile run at the 
unbelievable speed of 286 mph, but the rules for 
records stipulate the official mark must be an average 
of two one-mile runs in opposite directions. On the 
second try he made a slow run of only 164 mph, but 
broke his old mark of 216.25 mph set on Lake Mead, 
Nev. in 1955. 

America's premier motor boat race, the famed 
Gold Cup, held in Detroit, Sept. 1, was seen from 
the Atlantie to the Pacific this year on television, 
marking the first time a motor boat race has been 
so covered. In a dispute that was not finally settled 
until almost two months after the finish of the event, 
Miss Thriftway of Seattle, owned by Willard Rhodes 
and driven by young Bill Muncey, was declared the 
winner. William T. Waggoner' new Shanty 1, also 
from Seattle, topped the unlimiteds for national high- 
point honors. Shanty I amassed 1,475 points in five 
events to nose out fellow Seattlite Edgar Kaise "s 
Hawaii Kai III which had 1,452 points in the com- 


petition among 40 unlimited craft, a record number. 


for the class. 

Shanty I, driven by Lt, Col. Russell Schleeh, USAF 
jet pilot, was selected.to defend against the first for- 
eign challenge since 1950 for the British International 
(Harmsworth) Trophy. Canada’s Miss Supertest, 
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owned by J. Gordon Thompson, London, Ont., made 
a desperate bid to wrest the 53-year-old prize from 
the Lnited States, which has successfully defended 
it since 1920. However, Shanty's power and Schleeh’s 
skill in driving gave the U. S. two out of three forty- 
mile races Aug. 25-27 on the Detroit River to. con- 
tinue unbroken our domination of the Harmsworth 
competition. 

The American Power Boat Association, supervisory 
body for motor boat racing in North America, sanc- 
tioned a total of 488 races during the year, topping 
the 1955 record number by 99 events — a 25 percent 
inerease, The APBA claims 4,868 members, with 
4,060 signed up as competitors. Stock outboards dom- 
inated the racing picture with 3,670 rigs listed with 
the APBA. Rounding out this registration were 848 
inboard boats, 946 aleohol-burning outboards and 17 
modified stock outboards. 

Competition in the predicted log contests for in- 
board cruisers was also at a peak with APBA sanc- 
tions granted for 15 events. Myron B. Wolf, Glen 
Cove, N. Y., won top cruiser honors taking both the 
National Predicted Long Championship and the De- 
wars Trophy. Elias A. Kalil, Manhasset, N. Y., won 
the Herbert L. Stone Trophy. 

A trim little 39-foot yawl was the big news in ocean 
sail boat competition. Carleton Mitchell’s Finisterre 
—typical of the new broad-beamed, centerboard 
cruising-racing craft that are gaining in popularity 
—won the Bermuda Race June 16-21, beating a rec- 
ord entry of 89 starters in what was considered “big 
boat heavy weather”, She also dominated the South- 
ern Ocean Racing Circuit last winter. 

Mrs. Glenn Lattimore and her crew from man-made 
Eagle Mountain Lake, Fort Worth, Tex., became the 
first entry from any part of the country except the 
northeast to win the Mrs. Charles Francis Adams 
Trophy, emblematic of the women’s national sailing 
championship. Individual honors were geographi- 
cally spread out with young Alan Holt of Seaitle, 
Wash., skippering the winner of the Sears Cup junior 
national championship.

OUR FIRST 60 YEARS 
AT PACIFIC MARINE SUPPLY 


This story was written for Boating Industry by Milton 
Dalby of Pacific Marine Supply late last year. Mr. Dalby's 
untimely death took him before his story could be published. 


UR “60th year" will, in a few months, be the 
() slogan of Pacific Marine Supply. Company to 

its customers. In March of 1957, it will be sixty 
years since Edward Cunningham, then a young man 
just out of Scotland, along with D. B. McBride of 
Portland, Oregon founded a small business in Seattle 
selling mostly netting and twine. Since that time 
Pacific Marine Supply Company has grown to be 
recognized as one of the country’s largest marine sup- 
ply distributors. It was then called Pacific Net and 
Twine Company. 

From his small basement store, Mr. Cunningham 
made rapid progress. He moved to new and larger 
quarters at First and Jackson Streets. Steadily and 
solidly he built the business—taking on new top lines 
of general marine supplies. The company was ap- 
pointed agent of the Plymouth Cordage Company, 
a relationship that has grown and continued through 
more than a half a century of mutual respect and 
accord. 

In 1904, the company moved to Pier 6 in the heart 
of Seattle’s fast growing waterfront. His draft horses, 
Princess and Pat, hauled most of the heavy ship 
stores, but his small automobile delivered many a rush 
job over Seattle’s planked waterfront. In 1913 Pacific 
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Net and Twine Company moved to larger quarters 
taking all of Pier 8 and a complete marine department 
was added, including several popular lines of gas 
engines. 

World War I erupted in Europe, Seattle ship yards 
set the pace. Pacific Net and Twine had carloads of 
marine and ship fittings rolling from the East to 
keep Skinner and Eddy, Duthies, Todds, and other 
yards supplied with fittings and equipment. 

The commercial fisheries end, too, was booming. 
More and more halibut boats were being built; ditto 
for purse seiners and gillnet boats. Power boats 
sounded a death knell for many of the sailboats that 
formerly left Seattle in quest of catches from the 
sea. . 

Pacific Net and Twine Company in 1919, moved 
into their new, modern building at 1223 Western 
Avenue, one block from the waterfront. It's a con- 
crete, fire-proof structure, six stories and a basement, 
facing 120 feet on Western and 135 feet on University 
Street. New lines were constantly being added, but 
Mr. Cunningham made it a point to always seek and 
sell the best. For years Pacific Marine Supply Com- 
pany, the firm name was changed in 1927, has ad- 
vertised "the house of 20,000 items", 
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R. D. (Bob) Ladd (left) vice president and gen- 
eral manager and Edward Cunningham, president 
of. Pacific Marine Supply Co. look over company 
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In the process of moving, Mr. Cunningham and 
Pacific Marine Supply Company looked ahead. He 
incorporated Pacific Fishing and Trading Company, 
a wholly owned subsidiary, and they retained store 
facilities at Pier 8 from which the parent company 
had vacated. Pacific Fishing and Trading would cater 
to the halibut and fishing supply end of the business, 
selling gear, commissary supplies, clothing and every- 
thing for men of the sea. 

Mr. Cunningham also organized two affiliates— 
Oregon Marine Supply Company of Portland and 
Astoria, Oregon. | 

Pacific Fishing and Trading Company, a few years 
ago purchased 600 feet of fine marine property on 
the Lake Washington Ship canal in the heart of 
Ballard, a Seattle suburb. Pacific Fishing and Trading 
has made excellent strides in the past few years with 
W. A. Angus, formerly with Pacific Marine Supply 
Company, as General Manager, and Harry Yuile as 
President. Construction is now under way on a new 
modern marina with ample parking around the 


‘large building which houses efficient sales, display,

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office and warehouse space and outboard and ma- 
chine shop. 

The company is a distributor for such widely 
known items as Allis Chalmers, Buda diesel marine 
and industrial engines; Nordberg gas engines; and 
is a dealer for Mercury outboard motors, Glasspar, 
Reinell, Blue Star, and Larsen boats. Supplies avail- 
able even include groceries and clothing. It’s a com- 
mon sight at Pacific Fishing and Trading property 
to see an Alaskan cannery tender and power barge 
loading trap gear and supplies; adjacent a doughty 
halibut boat will be taking on stores; next a purse 
seiner or dragger will be hauling aboard its net or 
trawl, and now a-days outboard runabouts and 
cruisers, as well as inboard pleasure boats are along- 
side the docks or on trailers in the parking area. 
Pacific fish has an unexcelled marine location. Less 
than a mile away are the Ballard locks, and once 
through, the ship is out of fresh water and in Puget 
Sound on its way. | 

Pacific Marine Supply Company today is a com- 
bination of the old and the new. It is a complete 
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supplier of the Puget Sound and Alaskan fishing in- 
dustries; has a complete steamship department, and 
furnishes everything for an ocean going ship from 
galley to engine stores. On the 6th floor is a small but 
compact machine shop and here is the spot where 
the Pacific Fire Fighting pumps are manufactured. 
For production of these famous pumps, Pacific Ma- 
rine Supply Company was awarded five Army and 
Navy E's during World War II. The armed forces took 
the entire production of “Handy Billy” pumps for 
more than two years of World War II. It’s a gasoline 
driven, light weight pump that’s widely used in the 
services for fighting fires, washing down and general 
utility. The U. S. Forest Services have used it for 
years in defending their forests from the greatest 
threat—fire. Other nations, too, have bought and 
used hundreds of Pacific Portable fire fighting pumps. 
Ed Englehardt is the manager of this department. 
C-O-TWO, Pyrene, Jacuzzi pumps, fire hose, Cham- 
pion spark plugs, and miscellaneous equipment is 
widely distributed. 


On the 5th floor is another small but compact 
subsidiary of the parent company. It’s the office 
and factory of Marine Specialty Mfg. Co. Thousands 
and thousands of McMahon, Superior, L. G. John- 
son trolling spoons and McMahon swivels are turned 
out each year. The spoons are not only widely used 
by salmon trollers off Washington, Oregon, and Cali- 
fornia cities, but are widely distributed in Alaska, the 
Great Lakes, and the East Coast. Cameron Smith 
is the manager. . " 

On the 5th floor, too, is the Universal Marine 
Engine Division with Donn Cripe in charge. A com- 
plete line of Universal engines is stocked and also 
Universal light plants. Complete accessories are found 
here in the enginé department—W estinghouse globes, 
Half Mile ray lights, Ray-O-Vac flashlights and bat- 
teries, Jabsco pumps, parts, and impellers, Wilcox- 
Crittenden marine fittings, Federal Mogul and Michi- 
gan props, Goodrich Cutless bearings, Kelvin White 
compasses, depth sounders, and automatic pilots. 

Seattle and Pacific Marine Supply Company are 
both strategically located for outboard motoring and 
all types of cruising. Three years ago, in August of 
1953, R. D. Ladd, formerly Pacific Coast Manager 
of Plymouth Cordage Company, joined Pacific Ma- 
rine Supply Company as vice-president and general 
manager. Through his efforts Pacific Marine Supply 
Company has forged ahead as one of the leading dis- 
tributors of boats, motors, small boat equipment and 
hardware in the country. Mr. Ladd was responsible 
for Pacific Marine Supply Company’s acquiring the 
famous Mercury line of outboards.. Pacific Marine 
Supply Company had been pioneer distributor of out- 
boards for more than 30 years, but had not pushed 
that end of the business. Mr. Ladd also acquired 
distribution for Pacific Marine Supply Company of 
Glasspar, Reinell (plywood and cedar plank), Larsen 
Crestliner and Blue Star aluminum boats. He also 
added Holsclaw trailers and dozens of items of small 
boat hardware and accessories which previously had

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not been carried. Pacific Marine carries its smaller 
boats in the main store, but its larger boats are kept 
in the warehouse at the Ballard location. 

R. D. Ladd known to his friends as “Bob” was 
chairman of the 1955 Seattle National Boat Show. 
He's an enthusiastic boating enthusiast and has an 
outboard cruiser that he calls the *A-LADD-IN". 

On the fifth floor, adjacent to the Universal di- 
vision is the Mercury outboard motor department. 
Here motors are not only stored, but Pacific Marine 
Supply Company has a complete modern parts and 
repair department, and complete facilities for testing 
and running motors. 

Dropping down to the fourth floor one finds the 
home of the net loft and warehouse of nets and net 
equipment, Cash Guinasso is web foreman and has 
had more than thirty years experience in building and 
rigging all types of nets and gear. He is ably assisted 
by Bob Vitalich an experienced rigger and builder. 
Pacific Marine Supply Company have built more than 
4,000 eastern and western trawls. Here is stocked 
cotton and manila, nylon and linen twine, floats, 
sinkers, and all appurtenances for commercial fishing. 

For years Pacific Marine Supply Company and the 
Linen Thread Company, Inc. have done a good job 
for each other— Pacific Marine Supply in distributing 
Linen Thread Company's products and Linen Thread 
Company in producing the tons of cotton, manila, 
synthetic netting, twines, and miscellaneous equip- 
ment used in the fisheries field. 

Pacific Marine Supply Company's customers are 
around the world. Recently, the Argentina govern- 
ment for their naval vessels purchased 50 of Pacific 
Marine Supply Company's pumps. The same day by 
air parcel post a small nylon net for white fish left 
for Beaufort Sea, Arctic Ocean, the little village of 
Barter Island. The customer, an Eskimo, wanted 
to get his winter supply of fish and knew just what 
he wanted in the line of nylon netting. Pacific Marine 
Supply Company sells all its products throughout the 
territory of Alaska through two resident salesmen— 
Les Florence in Ketchikan and Jim Sheldon in 
Anchorage. In fact, Pacific Marine Supply Company

Pt. Barrow, Alaska to Great Falls, Montana—this 
territory is covered regularly by Pacific Marine Sup- 
ply Company’s dealer sales force, a tremendous area 
for a distributor organization. 

Drop down another floor to the third and you 
really see a stock of items. Paints? Sure, take your 
choice—Woolsey’s, or DeVoe and Reynolds. Stoves? 
Skippy's, Galley Gal, Neptunes, Olympics, Coleman— 
what will you have? In this large storage area one 
finds everything from life preservers by American 
Pad and Textile to chain from American Chain Com- 

any—from nails by Bethlehem Steel, to the re- 
dolent smell of Oakum by George Stratford. If you 
look closer you will find Svea and Primus stoves, oars, 
gaff hooks, fiberglass cloth and resins, Lubriplate, 
stacks of buckets, barrels of pine tar, pitch, netting 
dips, oils, preservatives. Take your choice!

Speaking Of Freight Costs" 


was invited here tonight to talk to you on the 
I subject of your freight costs, primarily over- 

charges. I accepted the invitation, not because I 
enjoy public speaking because I don't but I ac- 
cepted because I thought I might be able to bring 
you a few facts that would help you to save some 
money. [ am not a great publie speaker so please 
examine my talk for its content rather than its form 
of presentation. 

In order that you may better understand the sub- 
ject of overcharges I would first like to say a few 
words about the Interstate Commerce Act and In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, because: [ think 
that any problem better understood is easier solved. 

To understand the Interstate Commerce Act it is 
necessary to know its history, so if you will bear with 
me I would like to give you a very short two minute 
history of the act. 

The regulation of Interstate Commerce dates all 
the way back to our constitution. When our found- 
ing fathers wrote the Constitution they had the 
foresight to realize that one day, as our country de- 
veloped, we would have the need to regulate inter- 
state commerce even tho it was not needed at the 
time. To insure that we would have this power they 
wrote a very simple clause into the Constitution 
which reads, and I quote, “Congress shall have the 
power to regulate commerce between the several states 
and with the Indian Tribes". 

While this power was there it was not used be- 
cause as Гуе said it was not needed, but as our 
country developed and the railroads pushed their 
way to every corner of the country there was keen 
competition between the carriers and you people in 
the marine trades know what competition does. In 
the marine trades you call it discounting, in the 
traffic profession it is called rebating. There was ex- 
tensive rebating and diserimination and all sorts of 
abuses. Carriers were not required to publish rates 
so their rates were only posted at freight stations. 
These would change from day to day as it suited the 
purpose of the carriers without regard for the ship- 
pers and frequently a shipper didn't know from the 
time he shipped his goods until they arrived at their 
destination what rate he would pay for the service. 
In addition to this there was a lot of discrimination 
against the small shipper as opposed to the large 
manufacturers who could afford to ship in large 
quantities. 

The individual states recognizing these abuses 
passed. laws regulating Interstate Commerce moving 
anything within their borders. The carriers, of course, 
didn't like being regulated so they fought it and in 
a series of court cases it went to our Supreme Court. 
The Supreme Court handed down the decision, 
quoting that original clause in our Constitution, that 
only the Federal Government had the power to regu- 
late Interstate Commerce. This had the effect of nulli- 
fying all state laws regulating Interstate Commerce 
and-once again the carriers were without regulation. 
Congress was forced into action and they passed the 
first Federal regulation of Interstate Commerce which 
was called “The Act to Regulate commerce”. 

As with most pioneer lawmaking efforts Congress 
went too far and where the carriers previously had 
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no regulations, now they had too much. And since 
they soon realized there was no one to enforce these 
regulations they didn’t pay much attention to them. 

Once again Congress was forced to act. They passed 
amendments making the regulations more reasonable. 
They changed the name to “The Interstate Commerce 
Act”, and set up the Interstate Commerce Commission 
as the enforcement agency of the act. After World 
War I motor transportation became a major factor 
in our economy. In 1920 the “Motor Carrier Act” 
was passed bringing motor carriers under authority 
of the act and so on, until today all forms of trans- 
portation engaged in interstate carriage of freight or 
passengers are regulated by the Interstate Commerce 
Act, 

All of this legislation was passed for only one 
reason, to protect the shipping public, you and I. 
This regulation has no power or jurisdiction over a 
shipper and applies only to carriers engaged in 
Interstate commerce. It is there to help you and can 
help you a great deal more than it does now if you 
only know how to use it. | 

At our last meeting here, one of our members talking 
about his freight bills and overcharges made the 
statement that ^you write to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and what do they do about it, nothing". 

Unfortunately this is a belief shared by too many 
small shippers. I don't doubt he was sincere in what 
he said and I’m sure he wrote to the Commission 
and I’m just as.sure they did nothing about it. The 
thing to remember is as I told you earlier, The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission is the enforcement agen- 
cy of the Interstate Commerce Act. All the power that 
they possess comes from the act itself, so until some- 
one violates the act they don't have the power to do 
anything about it. 

The fact that they receive a letter from an in- 
dividual shipper stating that a carrier has over- 
charged him is not an indication that this carrier 
has violated the act, therefore, they are powerless to 
help you. When you are overcharged your first re- 
course is to the fellow that overcharged you. If you 
file the overcharge claim and the carrier has over- 
charged you and refuses to pay you, then he has 
violated the aet. Now it is proper to write to. the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and you will get 
fast and efficient action. 

This brings me to the subject of overcharges. First, 
let's take a look at both sides of this problem and 
Ill start with the carriers themselves. Contrary to 
popular belief the people that own and operate our 
transportation companies are reputable businessmen. 
They are not Ogres out to filch the shipping public 
and when they overcharge you it isn’t because they 
want to. Their rates are set to bring them a fair 
return for the service they perform, This is all they 
want from you. Nevertheless, they do overcharge 
you in a great many cases, some of the fault is theirs 
but part of the fault lies with the shipper. 

The transportation industry is plagued by high 
operating costs. They are highly taxed, their operat-

This new aluminum model is said to represent the 
best coordinated efforts of designers and engineers; 
it’s the craft Orlando expects to make quite a mark in 
the industry during 1957. The Floridian is equipped 
with two seats — or split seat backs — and a third 
open seat. The hull will also be finished as a fisherman 
model with seat backs on the front seat only. Both are 
available with deluxe accessories, according to Orlando, 
or without. 

The 14 front steering boat is the 1957 Zephyr. It’s a 
modified version of last year’s model. Orlando is pro- 
ducing it, with its 1957 features because it “has proven to 
be the most popular boat” the Florida firm has ever 
manufactured. 

The 12-footer is called the Speedster. It’s a craft built 
to handle motors up to 20 hp and even higher in the 
hands of expert boaters, says Orlando. The firm con- 
siders it one of the most maneuverable boats in its line. 
The Speedster is available with windshield, steering 
rig, cushions, etc. although it is available without these 
optional accessories. 

The six standard boats in Orlando’s line available as 
open utilities have a 36” front deck; there’s also a model 
available with front and center deck for steering from 
the rear seat. Baitwells are available for the standard 
boats either on the side or in the center seat.

The new Tonka-Craft is referred to by its designers in 
such futuristic terms as “Ultraquatic” and its "super- 
sonic” performance. Such practical features are noted 
by the Minnesota builder, too, as its spacious seating 
area for six with a full five feet of useful “picnic” space 
between walk-thru front deck and rear seat. There’s 
room for water skis, a picnic table, duffles—everything, 
says Minnetonka, for water fun. 

The craft features a racy snub nose and upswept 
tail fins. Its built to be rugged and take the pounding 
that rough waters are apt to give it, says the firm. Twin 
40 hp outboard motors will move the craft along at 
35 mph and with just a single motor the Caribbean will 
reach speeds to 24 mph, The design and construction of 
the new runabout make it capable of handling power 
options up to twin 60s, according to Tonka-Craft. 

The plywood boat is custom-finished. The hull is 
finished in glass-smooth, two-tone enamel, while the 
deck, walk-thru, instrument panel and wide gunwales 
are finished in mahogany. Tail fins and transom, too, are 
mahogany, rubbed to a “furniture” gloss, Full paneled 
grain finish interiors enhance the outside beauty of the 
craft.

are “something special” and that—barring unforeseen 
circumstances—the craft should be proved for produc- 
tion later this spring. 

But concerning the Lightning 16, which is worthy 
of center-stage in its own right, company officials 
stress that it can accommodate six or seven riders and 
is certified for motors from 30 to 40 hp. It is, they 
add, a natural for family and recreation uses in big 
and rough waters. 

Boasting a strong T-frame transom, the 16 weighs 
300 pounds and measures more than 6’ at the beam 
and 56” amidship depth. 

Certified for 30 hp—but planable at 10 with three 
persons aboard—the Lightning 14 can accommodate 
five and is an example of Switzer-Craft's lightness- 
with-strength aircraft design principle, weighing only 
250 pounds. 

Its even six-foot beam increases the safety po- 
tential, and new inverted spray rails are regarded as 
contributing to easier handling and maneuverability. 

Differing but little from its original '56 specifica- 
tions, the 15’ Fleetwood achieves its “forward thrust” 
with a continuous sheerline which terminates at the 
stern in swept-back fenders which provide lock-in 
transom support. With a capacity of a half-dozen 
passengers, the Fleetwood has a 74” beam and 34” 
amidship depth. 

All three Switzer-Craft feature heavy duty one- 
piece bottom construction and rubber mounted front 
and rear seats. For the Fleetwood and Lightning 16, 
such accessories as custom-tailored convertible tops; 
Palomino finish upholstery; upholstered side panels, 
and assorted items of custom hardware are available. 
Furthermore, these two may be ordered with the new 
Fageol V.LP. engine either installed at the factory 
or ready to be installed, thanks to pre-drilling of the 
hulls. 

Highlighting the array of optional accessories is the 
new tonneau snap-on canvas cover which is tailored 
to the deck contour around the cockpits and includes 
a bonnet for the motor. Rounding out the “extras” 
are such products as automotive spring cushions; pan- 
oramic windshields; complete steering systems; deck 
hardware, and pennants.

Two newly redesigned and one completely new model 


boat wil be featured in the 1957 line of boats pro- 
duced by the Aluma Craft Boat Co. of Minneapolis, 
Minn. 

Model F has been completely redesigned to make 
the craft even more popular than it has proven to be 
in former years, according to the firm.

Roamer 


An all new 28' steel hulled cruiser highlights the 1357 
Roamer line, according to the Roamer Steel Boats Di- 
vision of Chris-Craft Corp. 

The new 28-footer retains familiar Roamer styling— 
including gracefully flared bow on the boat's durable 
steel hull, said by the Holland, Mich. firm to be an un- 
usual feature on a boat of this size.

Easy handling is said to be a feature of these craft. 


Introduction of this new model coincides with the 
opening of Roamer’s new plant at Holland, said to be 
among the largest steel pleasure boat plants in the 
world; the plant will be completed next year. 

The 28’ model has a horsepower range of from 210 to 
350 hp with twin engines and is reported to be capable 
of speeds to 34 mph. 

Because of its hull design and space saving character- 
istics credited to it, the craft, like others in Roamer’s 
steel hull line, has plenty of usable space. The steel 
boat builder claims more space is provided in this type 
of construction than wood hulls offer. Due to the low 
center of gravity, Roamer officials point out that Roamer 
craft are safer and easier to handle in rough waters. 

Its 35’ steel hull model has been completely re-de- 
signed. An all new hull design, highlighted by a water- 
defiecting chine, is said to make the 35’ boat drier 
and offers increased speeds with smoother operation and 
greater stability. 

The interior of the Roamer 35 has been re-styled. It 
is finished in blond mahogany with a satin finish. More 
cabin room has been provided; this latter is due to four 
added inches of beam width and incorporation of new 
space-saving devices developed by Roamer engineers. 

The new Roamer 35 has comfortable sleeping ac- 
commodations for six; the 28 has accommodations for 
four. Other features that can be found on both models 
Anclude direct action gear and tie-rod steering—the 
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‘power steering’ for boats. The exhaust pipes have been 
located further outboard and angled so that the exhaust 
is carried away in the slip-stream of the boat, ac- 
cording to Roamer. Increased window area all around 
provides greater visibility than ever before, say Roamer 
officials. 

Another new feature in both models is a water-and- 
air-tight engine room bulkhead designed to seal out 
engine noise and add to the cabin’s quietness. The en- 
gines in the two models are rubber mounted in a sound- 
insulated compartment and are completely accessible 
from all sides. 

The steel hulls of the 28 and the 35 are formed steel 
plates which are welded to sturdy steel ribs to form 
the sides. The bottom plating is of heavier gauge than 
the sides. Roamer officials say that only quality high- 
strength alloy steel is used in construction of the line. 
This steel is reported stronger than ordinary steel and 
many times more corrosion-resistant. 

Both the 28 and the 35 will be available in several 
models—express cruisers, convertibles and hardtops.

The first public showing of the new Kehrig-Hacker- 
form all-steel cruiser will be at the New York National 
Motor Boat Show this month. The Utica, Mich. builder 
says the new craft presents an entirely new approach 
to pleasure boat construction and predicts that it will 
attract a lot of attention. 

The designer, John L. Hacker, has incorporated the 
flares and compound curbes of his previous monohedron 
hull form into the design of the craft fabricated by 
Kehrig Mfg. Co. Kehrig also supplies prototype models 
to the automobile industry and precision fixtures to 
aircraft builders; it’s been doing this for more than 30 
years now.

The new craft measures 304” overall and has an 
810” beam. The new K-H cruiser draws 2/8" of water 
with a waterline length of 28/1". The color schemes and 
motif were created by Albert P. Teetzel, widely-known 
decorator. 

The forward cabin features two berths and full head- 
room, The main cabin is equipped with a pullman- 
dinetter arrangements which sleeps two and, of course, 
has full headroom. There's a complete galley, too, a 
full length hanging locker and complete lavatory. The 
entire hull is fiberglass insulated, providing quiet cabin 
interiors even when the engines are running at full 
throttle, according to Kehrig.

The manufacturer's Vanguard line of craft have а 
molded, one-piece hull construction embodying full- 
length molded-in flotation, molded-in ledge-type splash 
rails, longitudinal bottom stringers for rigidity, neo- 
prene gunwale guards and non-skid decks. Colors are 
permanently molded-in, too.

Outstanding in the line is the 15’ Holiday runabout.

New window treatment gives a longer-and-lower 
look to new models of The Matthews Co., pioneer stock 
boat builders of Port Clinton, Ohio. 

Things are different on the inside, too, with Matthews 
boats boasting innovations in accommodations and 
equipment plus new fabrics and color styling. 

Matthews is building five models—all 42’—and using 
two different hulls—the standard, with an 1110” 
base, and a second with a 13’ base which affords walk- 
around teak side decks with protecting rails. 

The company, which was an exhibitor at the first 
National Motor Boat Show in 1905, will display its 
popular Convertible Sedan at this year's New York 
show in conjunction with Higgs Marine Service, its 
New York distributor. 

This one has the wide-beamed hull with walk- 
around side decks. A new feature for 1957 is added 
hanging locker space. A hinged section between the 
deck house and aft cockpit folds back to create a 20' 
long open area. The Convertible Sedan sleeps six and 
has two toilets.

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Dillabaugh 


Having recently doubled its production facilities, 
the C. R. Dillabaugh Co. of Portland, Ore., is turning 
out 13 boats and kits of marine-grade plywood con- 
struction for 1957. 

An eight-page catalogue which features three full- 
color photos introduces the boats of the Dillabaugh 
line, together with specifications and instructions for 
the 16-step process used in kit assembly. 

Actually, the basic models are six in number and 
they range in length from the 8’ Dinghy to the 21’ 
Columbian. The latter shares with the 18’ Columbian 
cruiser such measurements as an 86” beam; 29” stern 
depth; cabin height and width of 54” and 68”, re- 
spectively, and space for two bunks, a galley, and a 
head. The 3’ difference is in the after cockpit. 

Designed for sports and fishing activities are the 
16° Eldorado—with its 60” by 50” cabin—and her 
sister ship, the Eldorado Express; both are 78” at the 
beam and 26” deep at the stern, and five-ply %” 
marine plywood has been used in construction of the 
bottoms, decks, and sides. 

The Rocket is produced in 14 and 16’ standard and 
deluxe versions, while the semi-V bottom 14’ Sports- 
man runabout is the sole entry in its category and is 
recommended for fishing coastal rivers and lakes. 





Dillabaugh’s 14’ Standard Rocket is available in kit form 
or as assembled boat. 


On the subject of the 14' Hocket, company owner 
C. R. Dillabaugh treasures a letter he received this 
past fall from an Oakland, Calif, man whose Rocket 
was involved in a smashing accident but allegedly 
saved its driver's life and came out of it in much better 
shape than anyone dared hope. 


The satisfied customer, Mervin E. Negley, reported 


that his brother-in-law drove the craft at full speed 
into a steel-plated LCVP and was knocked unconscious. 

Although damage to the upper section of the Rocket 
was severe—for instance, the deck was lifted com- 
pletely off and thrown to the rear of the boat; the 
steering apparatus was ripped away intact, and the 
stem above the waterline split and shattered—the 
boat’s bottom remained intact and watertight, Negley 
reveals. 

The driver regained consciousness afer several mo- 

ments and managed to shut off the motor .. . “at which 
point the boat did not take on water". Negley goes 
on to testify that onlookers and attendants at the hos- 
pital to which the driver was taken for treatment of 
painful injuries were amazed that he was fortunate 
enough to survive such a violent collision. 
. Summing up, the Oakland resident remarks “I wish 
to impress upon you the fact that my brother-in-law 
owes his life to the construction and performance of 
this boat and that—despite all the damage—the boat 
remained afloat and watertight and certainly is ‘Built 
up to a standard, not down to a cost.” 

Rounding out the array of Dillabaugh craft are the 


10^, 12" and 14' Fisherman models and aforementioned 
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dinghy, a utility punt-type boat with 46" beam and 
depths of 16" at the bow and 14" at the stern. 

"Twas in 1918 that Owner Dillabaugh converted his 
concern from pattern-making to the construction of the 
fine boats which have borne his name to eminence 
the world over.

Offering—as in years past—a tremendous variety 
of styles and designs, Penn Yan Boats, Inc., of Penn 
Yan, N. Y., is also premiering three new types of con- 
struction which have resulted from its continuing pro- 
gram of research and testing. 


Furthermore, it is producing for the first time 14 and 
16’ Sapphire, “a highly deluxe edition” of one of the 
company’s Aristocrat series, and most of its vessels 
will incorporate tasteful two-tone paint combinations. 


A change in the silhouette—‘‘a change most pleasing", 
according to Corporation President Ralph M. Brown— 
has been effected in the 14^ Commanders and Captiva- 
tors and the 16’ Sealiner hulls with the institution of a 
"forward-sweep" bow. 


The three new—or, more properly, improved—con- 
structions are labelled Plaston, a continuation of the 
famed Composite construction; Dreadnaught Plaston, 
a throwback to the heavy Composite construction Penn 
Yan used 25 years ago, and Triotite, described as the 
1957 fulfilment of the striptite construction which was 
an innovation in 1949. 


The switch to Plaston is traceable not at all to any 
defect in ihe Composite Penn Yans, Brown stresses; 
actually Composite boats in service more than three 
decades are still sound. But the new process is re- 
garded as capable of even longer service. 


Possessing abnormally high impact strength, Plaston 
consists of a smooth cedar planked hull, brass-fastened 
io steam-bent oak ribs and covered by a reinforced 
plastie sheet incapable of rotting, eracking, or peeling. 

All six “Cartop” models and the three Aerodinghies 
are built in light Plaston, while heavy Plaston has been 
employed in the 14 Trailboats and 11 models of the 
Swift series in 10’, 12’, and 14’ lengths. 





Model WGD 1% Seagoer Trailboat is all-around boat for 
pleasure and fun. 

Rugged in every sense of the word, but fast and 
attractive as well as kind in a rough sea, all eight 14 
Captivators and the 10 models of 16’ Sealiners in 
Premium and Aristocrat grades are available in the 
Dreadnaught Plaston. 


Their hulls have 5/16” vertical grain cedar planking 
locked to heavy, closely-spaced bent oak ribs by 
silicon bronze fastenings especially designed. 


Brown claims his corporation “works something of a 
marine miracle” between two layers of vertical grain 
cedar planking which is silicon bronze fastened to 
bent oak ribs as part of the Triotite process. 

After the inner planking is fastened to the ribs of a 
eraft in the Triotite series, an even coating of Penathene 
liquid plastic is rolled onto it. Over the liquid—and im- 
bedded in it— goes a sheet of dry Penathene. Still 
another coat of the same substance, only in a viscous, 
liquid state, is added, then a sheet of fibreglas, then 
over and into the fibreglas yet another liquid coating 


of Penathene. Finally comes the heavy outside planking . 
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of full-length strips of “hollow and round edge" verti- 
cal grain cedar. 

The composite parts are then locked into a perma- 
nent rot-free and tight hull by the silicon bronze 
planking fastenings, a hull which is allegedly free 
from trouble and easily repaired in the event of col- 
lision damage. 

Penn Yan's Triotite offerings for this new year are 
23 l4-footers, nine of which are in the Commander 
series and the others bearing the Captivator label, and 
17 Sealiners in the 16’ class. 

Incorporated into the new Sapphires are the split- 
center deck pioneered by Penn Yan and a stern deck 
complete with hatch and motor well. 

Colorful without being garish—yet a real performer— 
the series features natural two-toned mahogany decks; 
mahogany rails, sides, seats, transom, and trim; natural 
oak gunwales, and an ivory bottom. 

The Sapphire's interior is three-toned: seat cushions 
are blue, and the maroon-piped backs are blue and 
beige; blue is also the color of the crash moulding 
around both cockpits, with beige trim securing; the 
dashboard is beige simulated leather, as are the finished 
symmetrical pads which form the interior sides at the 
end of each seat. | 

Penn Yan has also given its Sapphire series a bubble- 
type plastic windshield; two heavy cast fins, one on each 
side of the transom end of the rails, to impart the 
"Howing line" look; glove compartments; a steering 
wheel to match the upholstery; chrome transom and 
hatch trim; a name pennant; stern ensign, and the 
exclusive sprocket and chain steering gear. 

Also entered in the Penn Yan line for 1957 are 
the Dynamold group, which joined the family a year 
ago in answer to dealer demands for a competitor 
against low-priced mail-order craft. 

Combining to form the Dynamold boat are a con- 
ventionally-ribbed hull, flat sheet plywood, and moulded 
plywood, with all plywood marine grade. 

Again dealer pressure has forced a change. Whereas 
Jast year the line comprised shallow and deep 12- 
and 14-footers for which special type bow and wheel 
decks could be purchased by the dealer, this year 
the various type decks are factory-installed and inset 
into the hulls. 

New Dynamolds this year are the 14 craft with 
extra wide beam and greater depth for handling the 
larger motors, and the spacious 16-footer with forward 
steering, split bow-seat back, and an extra comfortable 
fishing and passenger compartment aft.

Cadillac 


New concepts in design have been applied to the 
20 aluminum and 12 molded plywood boats being placed 
on the 1957 market by the Cadillac Marine & Boat Co. 
of Cadillac, Mich. 

Baby of the line—in terms of age rather than size— 
is the broad-beamed aluminum Capri, a 17-footer with 
a higher-than-usual transom whose dual purpose is to 
take long-shaft motors and to do away with shipping 
water from following seas. 

Standard features which distinguish the Capri in- 
clude a forward deck; a cross seat forward with a walk- 
through seat back; wide gunwale construction; Nauga- 
hyde-upholstered foam rubber cushions; plexiglass 
windshield; steering gear; eye-catching trim, and a 
storage section in the bow. 

Cadillac officials call attention to a trio of improve- 
ments which grace the aluminum fleet: a sound-dead- 
ened hull; a wrap-around bubble windshield, and 
white plastic floor mats which resist damage from 
spilled gasoline. 

Addition of a pair of 14' craft is also made known, 
the lightweight Catalina rated for outboard power of 
7% hp and the redesigned Daytona utility-type fishing 
boat with its wider and deeper transom capable of 
taking motors to 40 hp. 


The Cadillac “Coronado” sports model has fine lines and an 

interior design that will please the ladies in any family. 

Other notes of interest on the metal models: the 
well-liked Coronado sports a freshly-fashioned in- 
terior; two of the Isle Royales' three seats have walk- 
through backs; 12’ and 14’ Riviera runabouts are pro- 
duced in standard and deluxe versions (on both of 
which are such accessories as cleats, chocks, step 
plates, holders for batteries and gas cans, and drip 
pans), and—while the Avalons in the Cadillac family 
are unchanged from '56—decked models have been 
discontinued from the Sarasota series. 

All wooden Cadillacs have custom styling on the sides 
as standard finish with special colors and varnished 
sides available as extras; their attractiveness and sea- 
worthiness are allegedly enhanced by the accentuated 
flare at the bow and rakish clipper stem. 

With the 12’ model discontinued from the Newport 
series, both Newport and Bar Harbor types are pro- 
duced in 14 and 16’ lengths with plylap construction 
and double walk-through seats common to all.

The plank-decked Monterey—its front seat accessible 
through a walk-through back and its aft deck serving 
as a second seat back—can be acquired as a standard 
or deluxe runabout in its 15’ length and as a deluxe 
model only at 17’. The 15’ Seville is improved in comfort 
and looks as the result of interior contour changes. 

Convertible tops are optional with the following series 
in the 14 and longer sizes: Daytona (12’-18’); Avalon 
(12 апа 14’); Riviera (12’ and 14^; Isle Royale (16 
and 18’); Coronado (14’); Capri; Bar Harbor; Newport, 
and Monterey. 

The Catalina is also available in 12’ and 14’ standard 
weight aluminum and the Sarasotas range from 12’

siphon bailer, triple-reinforced transom, double stern 
handles and Styrofoam flotation. This one weighs 255 
lbs. 

Grumman’s new standard open runabout has the 
same hull and standard equipment as the deluxe model, 
but no center deck. Instead, there are two step-over 
seats. Front steering can be added. An accessory is a 
back rest with reversible front-back Pullman-type op- 
eration. It affords support facing aft for trolling and 
folds flat to retain an open-deck appearance. 

Grumman’s new walk-through runabout also has hull 
and standard equipment like that of the deluxe model, 
but the center deck has a walk-through area between 
fore and aft cockpits. The steering wheel can be 
mounted on either port or starboard center bridge 
or on the front dashboard.

The Grumman sport boat is an outboard that also 
sails. It's a 15’ 3" craft with a 43" beam of semi-planing 
design and takes power from 2.5 to 5.5 hp.

Connecticut Boat Co.’s whole line for '57 follows the 
same general hull design. The Greenwich, Conn. builder 
calls it “a new concept in design and construction.” 


The firm’s line — it’s the Skimmar fleet — features ma- 
rine plywood planking with integral aluminum interior 
bracing; the latter contributes to the craft’s light weight, 
according to Connecticut. There are four basic models 
in the new Skimmar line. 


The Skimmar-9 is Connecticut’s super dinghy, weigh- 
ing just 75 pounds. Yet the little 8/8" craft sports a 53” 
beam. The manufacturer considers the 9 an ideal towing 
dink or a first boat for younger children. That’s because 
Connecticut says it’s virtually untipable because of that 
extra beam. 


Fishermen might be interested in the Skimmar-12, a 
105 pound craft that’s easy to tote atop the family car. 
It’s fast enough, says Connecticut, to fish the most re- 
mote spots and get back — all in a day’s time. The just- 
under-twelve-footer has been clocked at 21 mph with a 
7% hp outboard motor. It boasts a 5415" beam that pro- 
vides interior roominess and an extra margin of safety.

The Skimmar-14 is next in Connecticut’s 1957 line-up. 


It's got a 5412" beam, like the 12, and features a full 13’ 
8” of length. Here's the craft we've illustrated. Connecti- 
cut calls it a “low cost way to water ski.” The reason for 
that statement is that the firm claims that even though 
this ski boat weighs only 132 pounds, it pulls skiers when 
powered with nothing more than a 10 hp outboard mo- 


tor. Of course, up to an 18 hp installation can be used for- 


greater speeds, The Skimmar-14 is all Monel-fastened 
and features a bottom planking of 3/8" marine grade ply- 
wood. 


The Skim-Air-9 is another in the Skimmar fleet. This 
one is a sailing dinghy that weighs about 87 pounds and 
has a 53" beam. This is a reel newcomer to the Connecti- 
cut Boat Co.’s production. It’s offered complete with a 
44 sq. ft. sail from Ratsey and Lapthorn, sailmakers. It 
features an aluminum centerboard and rudder and a 
two-piece "take apart" wooden mast. Mast, boom, center- 
board and rudder all can be placed inside the boat for 
easy 'tween sail storage, says Connecticut. This 1s a ver- 
satile craft, too, since it functions equally well as a row- 
boat or an outboard and yet performs well as a sailing 
craft. It'll skim over the water, according to the builder, 
with only 3 hp and ean compete favorably with small 
racing prams using equivalent horsepower. 


All of the '57 line of Skimmars is available with fiber- 
glassed chines as an optional extra.

Seven new models . . . that’s the 1957 offering of Sum- 
ner Boat So., Amityville, L. L, N. Y. builder. The firm 
builds standard skiffs, cabin skiffs, stock cruisers and 
custom cruisers with Sumnercraft Compoglas hulls. The 
hulls are fashioned of conventional wood planking seal- 
ed in Compoglas. 

This construction will be featured in the new fleet, 
which includes a new 23’ cabin skiff — the Adventurer — 
and the all-new 28’ express cruiser—the Crusader. 
This year’s Commando II is roomier and brawnier, says 
Arthur Sumner, president of the company. Fourth in the 
new line-up is this year's completely new flagship — EI 
Presidente ‘33’. As in years past, Sumnercraft will be for- 
mally “launched” at this month’s New York boat show. 
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Sumner Boat Co.’s flagship of the 1957 fleet is this 33-footer, 
the Compoglas cabin skiff, El Presidente. 


Since Compoglas is perhaps the biggest feature in the 
sumnercraft line, it might be worth taking just a little 
closer look at just what this construction is, how it 
works and what it means to the boater. This process in- 
corporates conventional glued-edge strip planking, 
double-planked and sealed in Compoglas — thereby 
forming a seamless, one-piece hull that Sumner says is 
leakproof, crash-resistant, rot-resistant, worm-resistant 
and non-sinkable. It’s backed up: by the company’s 
guarantee, too. Compoglas, says Sumner, absorbs stress 
and strains without damage. Another feature of this 
kind of construction, according to the builder, is that 
since there is only negligible water absorption, Sumner- 
craft experiences no increase in weight with an ultimate 
savings in fuel and steady speeds even when the craft 
has been in the water over a period of time. 

And now to the line. The new El Presidente, flagship 
of the fleet, is a 33-footer, with an 11/2" beam and a 2'6" 
draft. The new craft will feature smart styling and deco- 
rator-luxury, aecording to Sumner. All appointments, 
including broadloom carpeting, draperies, curtains, berth 
upholstery and tiling can be of the owner's choice. The 
craft is powered with twin 130 hp Nordbergs and reaches 
speeds to 25 mph, according to the firm. 

This new craft also boasts a carefully-planned dinette 
which converts to a comfortable double bed; the lounge 
converts to upper and lower berths and a forward state- 
room provides two more berths. There's a stainless steel 
galley and a tiled, stand-up head. Cabin headroom is 
6/4”, 

The Adventurer is a new member of the Summercraft 
fieet, too. This 23-footer boasts an 8’ beam, has a 2’ draft. 
It’s designed to provide spacious living accommodations 
while still providing the kind of craft any sport fisherman 
would like to have. There are sleeping accommodations 
for two and a galley and head that are separate from 
and aft of the bunks. A roomy cockpit is another Adven- 
turer feature. 

This year, Sumner is introducing the Commando II. 
Last year, the Commando I was debuted. This year's

Eight is the magic number for the 1957 line of Buc- 
caneer outboard motors manufactured by the Gale 
Products division of the Outboard Marine Corp., Gales- 
burg, Ш. | 

Not only is the Buccaneer line represented by eight 
new and improved power units for the new year, but 
each of the five largest models boasts eight key fea- 
tures in its mechanism which renders it all the more 
desirable, in the judgment of Gale officials. 

All dolled up in a sea-mist green and surf white 
color scheme, the Buccaneer octet consists of a 3-hp. 
Deluxe; a pair of 5-hp. motors, the Standard and De- 
luxe; the same distinction between the 12-hp. entries, 
with the electric-starting Deluxe a third member in the 
category, and the 25-hp. Deluxes, one a manual-starter 
and the other electric. 

The eight selling features which decorate the cut-out 
of a typical Buccaneer motor in the company's cata- 
logue are, in order: 1) a quickly-removable, rattle- 
proof Aircraft Nacelle engine cover; 2) a readily- 
reached automotive-type shift lever which provides 
forward, neutral, and reverse options and is adaptable 
to remote controls; 3) salt water protection for the 
water jacket and exterior; 4) a top-to-bottom silencer 
system, starring underwater and relief exhaust mufflers 
as well as two-stage carburetor intake muffing; 5) a 
Hi-Lo twin-jet carburetor fuel control; 6) a master 
control tiller, adaptable to remote controls, which 
employs a synchronized throttle-spark control on its 
twist-grip handle; 7). a floating powerhead which 
separates the boat from the engine by the use of aircraft 
engine rubber mounting, and 8) a three-blade cast 
aluminum propeller with a serrated fish line cutter in 
the hub and a built-in slip clutch to cut down shearing 
of drive pins. 





Reading from the left, the 25, 5 and 12 hp motors add sparkling 
beauty and performance to Buccaneer line by Gale Products. 


The Gale publicity brochure refers to the electric- 
starting 25-hp. Deluxe, understandably enough, as 
"the king"; weighing 130 pounds (less tank), the motor's 
"majesty" is emphasized by its attractive appearance 
and quiet operation while performing within a speed 
range of 1% to 30 mph. 

With less than half the horsepower at their com- 
mand, the trio of 12's is capable of pushing its craft 
from a slow-troling 1% to a top cruising speed of 
22 mph. In the other five Buccaneer motors for 1957, 
the bore is larger than the stroke; with the 12-hp. 
threesome, however, bore and stroke dimensions are 
equal at 214". 

Top speed of 12 mph. is claimed for the two motors 
of the 5-hp. class, both of which have piston dis- 
placements of 8.84 cu. in. with bore and stroke measure- 
ments of 1-15/16” by 115. 

Whereas the three 12's and the two 25's list gear 
ratios of 12 to 21, the Deluxe 5's is 15 to 26 and its 
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Standard partner's 13 to 20. The former weighs 52 
pounds and has a one-gallon gas tank capacity, whereas 
the latter weighs 4615 pounds and holds only 4/5 of a 
gallon. 

The only one-cylinder motor in the Buccaneer bri- 
gade—the others are twos—is the 32-pound 3-hp. De- 
luxe, which will contain a maximum fuel load of a half- 
gallon and power its craft to a top clocking of 8 mph. 
Bore is 2%” by a 115" stroke, and gear ratio is 13 to 
22. The three smallest Buccaneers utilize two-blade 


semi-weedless aluminum propellers. 


Also assigned descriptive space in the Gale Products 
catalogue are such Bo'sun accessories as an extra six- 
gallon fuel tank for 12- and 25-hp. Deluxe models; a 
remote six-gallon fuel system—complete with fuel 
pump, hose, and fittings—for the 5-hp. Deluxe and 
12-hp. Standard, and the remote control setup fashioned 
for all Buccaneer motors except the 3-hp. Deluxe and 
the 5-hp. Standard.

Evinrude 


With one-third of its nine-motor line for 1957 com- 


posed of new 35-hp units, Evinrude Motors of Milwau- 


kee, Wis., is responding to public demand for outboards 
which are at the same time more powerful but nonethe- 
less portable and adaptable to trolling requirements. 

Most notable among the “27 major and minor new 
features and refinements” being introduced in this year’s 
designs are an automobile-type generator for the 35’s 
and a slip clutch propeller whose redesigned rubber hub 
renders obstructions harmless to the blades and permits 
elimination of shear pin changing. 

Designed by Milwaukeean Brooks Stevens, the Evin- 
rude line retains its dominant “Evinrude blue". How- 
ever, a new marine enamel for all colors will retain its 
gloss longer and resist salt water corrosion more effec- 
tively; panels are now charcoal, and the side wing has 
been changed from charcoal to aqua-white with the com- 
pany name in subdued script superimposed. 

As befits its role as style leader among the Evinrudes, 
the 35-hp electric-starting Lark is the most colorful with 
its aqua-white, gray, and chrome combination but “dis- 
tinctively quiet" enough to blend with the pastels and 
two-tones of present-day hulls.

The third 35—which, like its companions, was а 30- 
hp package in 1956—is the rope-starting Big Twin. All 
three boast a novel air silencer for increased power and 
more uniform carburetion; the slip clutch propeller with 
weed-cutter and a slightly higher pitch; an up-to-date 
pinion bearing permitting use of three anti-friction bear- 
ings, and top speeds above 33 mph. | 

Up from 15 to 18 hp. for this 58th year of the 20th cen- 
tury are the rope- and electric-starting Fastwins which 
now offer the idling stop arrangement formerly reserv- 
ed only for the Big Twins. In addition, the electric ver- 
sion makes use of the Big Twin electric's 12-volt starter 
and choke and starter push-button panel, plus an elec- 
trical plug-in connector like—but smaller than—that 
featured on the 35. 

Speeds in excess of 20 mph and trolling clockings be- 
low 1 mph are promised users of the 10-hp Sportwin, the 
sixth Evinrude to employ the idling stop; set at minimum 
position, the stop halts the engine by choking. Use with 
a wide variety of utilities and runabouts is offered by 
Evinrude as proof of the Sportwin's versatility. 

The original quiet motor in the Evinrude line was the 
1%-Һр Fleetwin, and the '57 version weighs 59 pounds, 
hits top. speed of 17 mph, and can be carried in a car- 


trunk. The restyled 514-hp. Fisherman is a trolling-to-. 


12 mph “natural” for larger prams; dinghies; canoes; 
rowboats; smaller utilities; sailboats, and—with a long 
shaft added—as auxiliary power for cruising sailboats. 

Only motor in the line with integral tank is the “first 
of the truly quiet motors", the 3-hp Lightwin, which 
actually has a dual personality of sorts in that it is also 
marketed in camouflage colors and labelled the Duck- 
twin. The two-in-one motor, first to employ carburetor 
silencers, is equipped with weed cutters and slip clutch 
propeller and will realize speeds between 8 and 9 mph. 

Not only is each motor in its lineup salt water-proofed 
and needless of freshwater flushing at any time during 
a season, but Evinrude feels it has so refined its aqua- 
sonic sound-proofing that the '57's are “the quitest mo- 
tors possible", 

The Milwaukee firm also manufactures such acces- 
sories as the Simplex remote control; cruiser fuel sys- 
tem, chrome pump, and steering handle kits, the latter 
for 35-hp motors only; a carrying handle for the Sport- 
win and Fastwins, and Cruis-A-Day fuel tanks in 
four- and six-gallon sizes.

Champion 

The Champion outboard motor line for '57 produced 
by Champion Motors Co. of Minneapolis, Minn., is com- 
posed of just two models but all of the quality, perform- 
ance and advanced design available today is included in 
both the Model 6N-D Sweet “16” which has an OBC 
certified rating of 16% hp and the 6N-HR Hot Rod. 

Turning an 8" x 11" three blade propeller, the Sweet 
“16” is capable of producing speeds up to 32 mph. Full 
control is offered by the forward, neutral and reverse 
control clutch of its power shift. With a gear reduc- 
tion ratio of 14 to 24, this motor boasts a large 19.94 
cu. in. displacement and a bore and stroke of 215" x 
2-1/32". This alternate firing lite twin motor has a 
total weight of approximately 58 Ibs. 

Without doubt one of the most important features 
of any outboard motor is the powerhead. Champion 
has a large bore combined with a short stroke. It is 
anti-frictionized and accurately balanced for high speed 
operation, says the manufacturer. The fuel system, too, 
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plays an important part in the Champion’s per- 
formance, Crankease pressure operates its diaphragm- 
type fuel pump which 
provides fuel to the mo- 
tor through a single 
pressureless line from a 
six-gallon remote cruis- 
ing tank. 

A floating power fea- 
ture acts to divide power 
impulses from boat and 
steering handle and the 
powerhead is mounted in 
rubber. Another feature 
—co-pilot shock proof 
steering—easily holds a 
craft to a set course when 
the steering handle is re- 
leased, say designers. 

The power shift control 
clutch mentioned above 
is synchronized into its Magic Wand steering handle 
for perfect one hand control (said to be an exclusive 
Champion feature). Spark control is also synchronized 
with these shift controls in the steering handle, thus 
eliminating awkward reaching around the motor. 

Other features of this year’s Champion outboard 
motor include a constant pressurized oil bath-type 
lubrication for crankshaft, bearings, connecting rods 
and pistons; pivot bracket allowing full swivel—mak- 
ing it possible to swing the entire lower unit into the 
boat for inspection or replacement of the shear pin; 
automatic rewind starter; removable water-cooled 
high-compresion cylinder head; all die cast aluminum 
parts Alrok treated to prevent corrosion in salt water, 
and a streamlined lower unit to reduce water re- 
sistance and increase propeller efficiency.

In an effort to achieve for its motors a natural, as op- 
posed to an artificial, quiet, Oliver engineers introduced 
such noise-muting features as automotive-type poppet 
valves; special ball and roller bearings, each intended 
to perform a specific job; complete underwater exhaust; 
scientifically-designed intake baffles; six-point installa- 
tion of rubber shear mountings, and sound-deflecting 
motor shrouds. 

The automotive poppet valves, available only with 
the 35, are also said to provide extra torque power at 
low rpm and to effect savings in fuel usage. Their quiet- 
ing tendencies are aided by resilient valve seats which 
operate on their anti-noise campaign using no air intake 
silencers. 

Judged a success through its use with Oliver’s 5% 
and 15 motors, the Dura-Drive lower unit construction 
was made a part of the 35-hp outboard because said 
construction has made the larger motor easier to carry 
and less vulnerable to weather damage and theft. 

The principle of the Dura-Drive embraces a reduction 
in moving parts, with the following announced results: 
maintenance reduction; longer life; less vibration; lighter 
weight, and a slash in fuel expenditures by reason of 
the fact that a greater proportion of the generated power 
winds up at the propeller where it does the most good. 

Still further fuel savings are possible because the 
lower unit’s swept lines contribute to greater stability, 
more efficient rudder action, and drag reduction. 

Cold-weather starts shouldn’t be such a bugaboo any 
more, in the opinion of Oliver experts, when the 12-volt 
electrical system is put to use. The system — standard 
equipment with the 35 but optional with the 15 — in- 
cludes battery, generator, and a starter which has been 
converted from a two- to a four-field mechanism with 
faster turnover on frigid days its aim. 

Available solely with Oliver motors is the Tilt-a-matic 
feature which enables the boater to increase or decrease 
the angle between boat and motor, even though the mo- 
tor is purring full-throttle. 

The front of the motor is the site of the Tilt-a-matic 
on the 515-hp Oliver, but the 35's size requires a little 
more complex arrangement. To effect an adjustment, a 
boater need only slide out the spring-loaded knurled 
knob at the side of the motor, turn it in the proper di- 
rection, then allow it to return into one of 11 possible 
positions. 

Among other equipment standardly assigned to all 
sea green-and-gull white Olivers are centrally-located 
controls and twist-grip controls for simultaneous deter- 
mination of speed and direction when remote controls 
are not in use; Tend-a-matic fuel tanks, of six-gallon 
capacity with the 15 and 35 and half that size with the 
5%, and full forward-neutral-reverse shifting systems 
without any holding linkage to impede their operation. 

For special applications such as auxiliary cruiser pow- 
er and commercial needs, lower unit extensions are 
manufactured for use with the 15 and 35.

Mercury 


At last an outboard motor which will truly *go like 
60" has been developed ... and it's the Mercury Mark 
75, designed and produced by the Kiekhaefer Corp. 
of Fond du Lac, Wis. 

Kiekhaefer officials believe the 60-hp. Mark 75 to 
be the most powerful outboard ever manufactured and 
expect it to obviate the need for double outboard 
installations on the transoms of big outboard runabouts. 
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Naturally, the powerful six cylinder-in-line motor is 
the largest star in the Mercury firnament, but—like all 
good productions—it has a co-star: the completely new 
Mark 10, "destined to become the favorite outboard of 
the fast-fisherman . . . (with its) super-slow trolling 
speeds and an estimated top speed of 26 mph." 

The entire Mercury line consists of a dozen motors 
ranging from six to 60 in horsepower. Three of these 
are competition models: the Mark 30H, Mark 55H, and 
the Mark 75H. 


ACRE 
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Two new motors introduced by Mercury are the powerful six-in- 
line Mark 75 on the right and Mark 10 (left), a fasi-fis herman with 
super-slow trolling speed. 


Besides the 10 and 75, the other standard motors— 
working from top to bottom on the power scale—are 
the 40-hp. Mark 55 and 55 Electric; the 30-hp. Mark 
30 and 30 Electric; the 20-hp. Mark 25 and 25 Electric, 
and the Mark 6, baby of the family at 5.9hp. 

Allegedly rivalling a 12-cylinder, four-cycle V-12 
engine in smoothness, the two-cycle Mark 75 is of 
modern short-stroke design for longer life. Its dis- 
tinctive stainless steel cowl covers an engine—all die- 
cast—with a piston displacement of 59.4 cu. in. 

All Mark 75’s are electric-starting, though a manual- 
ly-operated starter is included as a safety device. Its 
exclusive Mercury generator keeps a 12-volt battery 
fully charged while at the same time permitting the 
use of accessories like lights and horns which re- 
portedly cannot drain the battery. 

Simplicity is the keynote, for regulation of throttle, 
neutral, and direct reverse is centered in a single-lever 
remote control. 

Like its big brother ‘way up at the other end of the 
power category’, the Mercury Mark 10 is easy to 
operate: the tiller handle controls forward-neutral- 
and-reverse positions and speed. And speaking of 
speed, the Mark 10’s Speed-r-Troll switch is said to 
permit slow trolling all day through. 

Other features which make the Mark 10 stand out 
are a deep buried exhaust, released through the pro- 
peller hub; load torque safety spring transmission to do 
away with shear pin grief; a one-piece removable 
cowl; a weedless lower unit, and a pick-up latch which 
facilitates safe launching by locking the motor in a 
tilted position. 

Standard equipment with all Mercury motors of 
whatever size are anti-friction ball and roller bearings 
on every turning point within the motor; waterproof 
magnetos and spark plugs; unicast one-piece gear cases 
which seal the lubricant in and keep the water out, and 
a propeller safety clutch which eliminates the pos- 
sibility of broken shear pins.

Johnson 


Three electric-starting motors are included among 
the nine-model line offered for 1957 by Johnson Motors 
of Waukegan, Ill, and they are distinguished by horse- 
power increases over '56 versions and plug-in wiring 
connections to simplify installation. 

In addition, the merits of the automatic slip clutch 
have been incorporated into the six largest Johnsons 
after having served the smaller motors for some time; 
the clutch shoves bothersome shear pins out of date, 
and an edged section of each motor guarantees pro- 
peller shafts won't become fouled in fishlines. 

Last year the 30-hp motor was one of Johnson's big 
announcements; this year, however, it has been re- 
placed: by a 35 in its three variations—the manual and 
electric-starting standards and the custom-styled de- 
luxe version of the electric-starter dubbed the “Golden 
Javelin", 

A manual- and electric-starting 18-hp pair has 
been inserted by Johnson officials in place of the 15's 
of a year ago, and the “hsherman’s foursome” of the 
Sea-Horse brigade—the 10, 7%, 515, and 3—are back 
in improved, though not significantly altered, forms.

Reddish holiday bronze with stepped-up use of white 
trim is the color scheme of eight '57 Johnsons, but the 
Golden Javelin—living up to its name and reputation as 
the nonpareil of the family—is styled to catch ap- 
preciative eyes with its all- white lower unit, iridescent 
gold, line-emphasizing black and additional chrome. 

The Javelin’s controls are hidden by a chrome front 
—which may be inscribed with the owner's initials— 
but they are easily reached with a flip of the hinged 
section. 

Both the Javelin and the standard electric-starting 35 
are pre-engineered for swift and uncomplicated in- 
stallation beneath their hoods of the new peak-charge 
“Power Master” generator which is reputed to charge 
fast and maintain operating current for a completely 
electrified craft. 

The manual-starting 35, as the result of its new com- 
pression—relief system, requires considerably less tug 
on the rope to get it perking . . . it is claimed, as a 
matter of fact, that the effort required is comparable 
to that formerly needed to start about a 15-hp motor. 

The trio of 35's is equipped with the Waukegan con- 
cern's fuel-saver setup, described as an automatic spark 
control which—at planing speed—knocks approximately 
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20 per cent off fuel consumption. Its piston displacement 
is 40% cu. in—as compared with some five cu. in. 
less in the 1956 30-hp. motor and its propeller pitch 
is 18%”, 

Equipment common to the three 35's and the two 18's 
includes the fully-removable Johnson “up-and-off” 
hood; gear shift; snap-on remote control fastenings, 
and full silencing apparatus. At 22 cu. in, the piston 
displacement of the Sea Horse 18's is nearly two inches 
larger than that of last year's 15-hp. duo, and pro- 
peller diameter and pitch are l4" larger than the '56 
edition. 

Of the fishermen's models, the 10, 716, and 515 may be 
operated either by hand or by remote controls and 
have full range gear shift; separate plug-in fuel tank; 
suspension drive silencing; fully removable snap-on 
hood, and twist grip throttle. 

Among accessories available from Johnson are the 
Ship-Master remote control; Fuel-Master fuel pump 
kit for 18- and 35-hp motors; a heavy-duty, abrasion- 
proof water pump for 5%- to 35-hp motors, and a 
dashboard control plate for twin-engine installations.

Scott-Atwater 


Little need be added to the news that the nine 
Scott-Atwater outboard motors for 1957 have been 
designed by Raymond Loewy Associates, Inc.; their 
appearance is daring and imaginative in keeping with 
the reputation Loewy has earned. 

But that isn’t the only improvement being trumpeted 
by the Scott-Atwater Manufacturing Co. from its 
Minneapolis home base: it asks consideration as well 
for the unusual color combinations and stepped-up 
horsepower of its line. 

The 33-hp category of 1956 has become the 40-hp 
trio of this year . . . a trio which includes the aristo- 
cratic Royal Scott; and electric-starting and non-elec- 
tric 16 are next in line; then come—in descending order 
—Ahe 10, 7.5, 5, and 3.6. 

Scott-Atwater spokesmen described the platinum- 
and-gold Royal Scott as a limited production model, 
but add shrewdly that it is limited “only by the 
number of outboarders who want highly distinctive 
equipment".

Besides sharing with the standard electric and non- 
electric 40's their normal equipment, the Royal Scott 
boasts such exclusive items as turn-key starting with- 
out priming; a plate for engraving the owner's name; 
an automotive-type electric fuel pump which allegedly 
achieves fuel savings up to 34 per cent, and a speed 
control dial on the powerhead in place of the usual 
twist grip speed control. 

The Royal Scott and its fellow electric-starting 40 
are improved to the tune of a 12-volt electrical sys-

The Dearbo-Matic reverse gear already said to 
have fast, positive action, has been refmed to bring 
faster, split second operation, according to Dearborn. 
Where occasional adjustments may become necessary, 
for more sensitive reaction, they are simple and easy 
to make. A new neutral position safety switch is also 
available (This eliminates starting accidents at the 
dock, according to Dearborn.) 

A new oil pan has been designed for all Interceptor 
models which assures complete oil pickup regardless of 
engine level within a range of zero to 15 degrees. With 
the new pans, the oil dipstick has been relocated to 
be within easy reach. Oil changes can be made by suc- 
tion pump from the dipstick hole, or through specially 
provided drain plug. 

The low oil level safety feature stops continued op- 
eration of engine at high speeds when oil level is too 
low, thus eliminating costly engine repairs. 

Dodds reports that Interceptor engine acceptance has 
surpassed the goal the Dearborn organization set for 
itself when the engines were introduced two years ago. 
Today they are recognized and used in all free countries 
of the world, he says. More than 26 leading American 
and Canadian boat builders offer Interceptors as power 
equipment. 

Dodds feels this record of acceptance has been made 
possible because of the entirely new concept of ma- 
rine engineering presented in these engines. 

An Interceptor engine weighs 625 lbs., which means 
less dead weight and more power per pound. The entire 
carburetion system nests in the “V” of the cylinders.

All vapors and raw fuel are confined within the 
carburetion, crankcase ventilating and manifolding sys- 
tem, an extra safety factor. 

The series-flow cooling system has king-size ca- 
pacity and high velocity, which equalizes temperature 
throughout the engine eliminating possibility of “hot 
spots” and steam pockets. The heavy flow also gives 
additional exhaust muffling resulting in quieter engine 
operation, says Dodds. 

Interceptors are modern, short stroke high thermo- 
efficiency engines, with compression ratios to 9.4, and 
operating speeds of 4,000 rpm.

The Models 4/66, 6/100, and 6/136 feature maximum 
horsepower and torque at engine rpm speeds desirable 
for marine express cruiser use, water cooling motor 
temperatures with full flow passages in blocks and 
heads to give even heat distribution, tempered carbure- 
tion intake gases to provide better operation at lower 
speeds, more than usual copper type crank shaft bear- 
ings for longer, harder service and improved metal 
characteristics in reverse gears for longer life. 

These engines use the Hercules block, cast of special 
corrosion-resistant alloy. The blocks are designed and 
built for heavy duty, continuous, -high output marine 
service with full length water jackets and large main 
bearing surfaces. 

A smooth, vibrationless flow of power is obtained 
with three main bearings in the Flagship, 4-cylinder 
engine and 7 mail bearings in the 6-cylinder models. 
All manifolds on Flagship marine engines are special 
alloy casted, have full length water jackets and are so 
designed as to allow a straight transfer of gases directly 
into the manifold. A large capacity water circulation to 
retard salt and rust deposits is assured by dependable, 
high. pressure, bronze geared water pumps. Adequate 
lubrication is supplied by a cooled, safety-screen flow 
of oil that is pumped under high pressure throughout 
the engine. All pans are cast iron. Rubber engine mount- 
ings are used on all models to reduce vibration and 
noise. Flagship marine engines are furnished with 12- 
volt ignition and starter. 

Intended primarily for small, high speed boats, the 
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4-cylinder Flagship marine engine develops a full 66 
dependable horsepower at 3,200 rpm. It has а 314" bore 
with a 4” stroke. It is available with Paragon reverse 
gear in direct drive models only. 

The Flagship 6-cylinder, 100 hp unit delivers its full 
rated power at 3,200 rpm. This L head, vertical-type 
engine has a 229 cubic inch block, a 7.35-1 compression 
ratio, a bore of 3-7/16" and a stroke of 4-1/8". The 
engine is said to be smooth and quiet in operation even 
up to maximum performance rpm. The Flagship 6/100 
is available in both right and left hand rotation, ideal 
for matched twin installations. 

The largest gasoline engine in the 1957 Line is the 
6-cylinder, 320 cubic inch model developing 136 hp at 
3,000 rpm, and 149 hp at 3,400 rpm. The 4" bore and 412" 
stroke of this model is coupled with a seven bearing 
crankshaft giving maximum smoothness of operation. 

This model is available with right or left hand rota- 
tion, and a 2:1 reduction gear. A large oil supply pro- 
vides a full 13 quarts at 3 degrees of tilt and a sufficient 
supply for angle installation as high as 16 degrees. 
This model is equipped with a Zenith down draft 
carburetor specially designed to carry any overflow of 
gas back into the intake manifold. 

‘The Flagship Marine diesel is also fresh water cooled. 
light-weight 6-cylinder marine diesel engine. At peak 
performance, this model delivers a full 100 hp. This is a 
4-cycle engine with a bore of 3-5/8” and a stroke of 4” 
with a displacement of 248 cubic inches. The Diesel is 
equipped with a Bosch fuel system using the pintle 
type fuel nozzles and unit injectors. 

The Flagship Marine Diesel is also fresh water cooled. 
Both the sea water and circulating pumps are gear 
driven with ball bearings and mechanical seals. They 
never require greasing or tightening. Electrolysis pencils 
are standard to forestall any electroclytic action.

This is the Chrysler Imperial V-275, M-45-SP-3, 
eight cylinder marine engine. 


A long list of features are standard equipment on the 
Imperial V-275, according to the Trenton, Mich. firm. 
For instance, special valve springs, full flow oil filter, 
marine type thermostat, hardened crankshaft, tri-metal 
bearings, all-gear driven accessories, positive displace- 
ment water pump, sodium cooled valves, splash-proof 
ignition system and mechanical tappets are standard 
on this engine. 

The horsepower rating of the Royal V-Special (M- 
44S) has been increased; it develops 155 hp at 3800 rpm. 


Several particular features are included on all V-8 
engines in the line, such as centered spark plugs which 
enable very short flame travel through fuel during 
combustion, fully enclosed oil lines, completely water- 
jacketed cylinders, deep-breathing intake and exhaust 
porting and overhead and lateral valving with larger 
and wider spaced valves. 

There are five other marine engines in Chrysler’s 
line: Chrysler Ace (95 hp at 3200 rpm); the Ace 
Special (110 hp at 3600 rpm); the Crown (125 hp at 
3600 rpm); Crown Special (135 hp at 3600 rpm) and 
the Majestic (160 hp at 3000 rpm).

Sodium-filled, stellite-faced exhaust valves increase 
valve life by providing a faster transfer of heat from 
valves. This feature is standard equipment on Crown 
Special, Majestic, Royal V Special, Imperial V Special, 
Imperial V-275, and available at extra cost on the Crown 
model. Elimination of electrical interference in ship-to- 
shore communication has been accomplished with Chrys- 
ler’s system of radio shielding.

In these models exhaust-driven turbines and air im- 
pellers, working with the engine blowers, supplement the 
air supply to the cylinders. This is said to effect a 17% 
increase in horsepower or a 15% reduction in fuel con- 
sumption. The increased engine efficiency is attained 
with no increase in weight-to-horsepower ratios, ac- 
cording to Detroit. The inclined models displayed have 
aluminum block and other component parts for lighter 
weight and their "layed-over" design further reduces 
installation height. 

For smaller boats, the division will display for the 
first time two of its new Series 71 ^C" and. ^D" models 
in three and four-cylinder units. These engines are 
offered without heat exchangers and with through -shaft, 
direct drive marine gears as standard equipment.

The company 
particularly recommends their use on runabouts and 
fast cruisers. 

They are custom-built in two sizes, 620 and 765 cu. in.

These fit in near the bottom of the corporation's range 
of propulsion and auxiliary marine Diesels from 3 to 600 
hp; ratings up to 77 hp are determined at 1,800 rpm, all 
above that at 750 rpm. 

Compact in design and economical to operate, the 
lightweight LDM-1G develops 3% hp and the LDM-2G 7 
hp. According to the maker, a pintle type injector com- 
bined with a combustion chamber located in the piston 
crown saves fuel and assures immediate starting under 
every operating condition; oil is supplied to fitted shell- 
type main and auxiliary end bearings under pressure 
from a plunger-type pump. 

Also scheduled for premiere showing is the Rootes- 
Lister TSM-3 three-cylinder direct injection, horizon- 
tally opposed piston, water-cooled two-stroke Diesel 
with a blower assisted scavenge system. From the ma- 
rine top bearers, the TSM-3 is only 27.3” high and 77-hp 
propulsion unit with reverse gear weighs in at 1,585 
pounds.

Flexibility keynotes the 1957 line of Wilmapeg boat 
trailers and permits the boat owner to select a model 
of correct capacity, with all or just those accessories 
he desires. 

Bil Wilson, factory manager of Wilmapeg Industries 
Corp. of Morenci, Mich. states that the new models in- 
clude a rear tilt type as well as a front tilt type. There 
are models to handle boats of from 12’ to 20’. 





The Wilmapeg boat trailers this year are said to feature 
flexibility above all else, permitting boaters to select just the 
right model and accessories of his choice. 

The front tilt model is fully rubber roller-equipped 
to safely carry the boat and afford quick and easy 
loading and launching.

The front tilt models are equipped with a 
wide rear loading and launching roller assembly con- 
sisting of wide self adjusting rubber rollers for transom 
support and center rubber grooved roller for keel 
guidance. The carrying rubber rollers are mounted on 
swivel brackets which are self adjusting to automatically 
fit the shape of the boat bottom. Several grooved 
rubber keel rollers mounted in brackets with clamps 
for attaching to the tongue permit placing them on the 
tongue in any desired position according to length and 
shape of the boat.

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HEWES OF MIAMI

boat business that began as a hobby in Illinois 
A 28 years ago, today is one of the largest marine 
sales organizations in Florida. 

In 1928 Lewis Hewes began servicing boats at Fox 
Lake, Ill., as a sideline to his hobby, which was racing 
boats. In 1932 Hewes, still known throughout the boat- 
ing world as *Lew," came to Miami. He started a boat 
business on Biscayne Boulevard. Selling and servicing 
only outboard craft, Hewes operated here in the 
winter and at Fox Lake in the summer. 

In 1942, desiring to handle inboard craft, the Hewes 
Company moved to a location on the Miami River. 
This store, still headquarters for what has become one 
of the biggest marine sales organizations in Florida, 
now occupies 30,000 square feet of floor space in three 
buildings at 422 NW South River Drive. The latest ad- 
dition to the buildings was an enclosure of space com- 
pleted December 1 to triple the available space for 
small boats. 

Hewes, in addition, this year opened a store at 
125th Street and NW 7th Avenue to serve the rapidly 
growing northwest metropolitan area. 

Both the Miami organization and the Fox Lake, IIL, 
boat business were operated by Hewes until 1946. 
The post-war surge in pleasure boating, however, so 
sky rocketed the boat business, especially in the south 
Florida area, that Hewes sold out the Illinois business 
in order to give full attention to the phenomenally 
growing Florida venture. 

Lew has now earned and enjoys semi-retirement 
while two husky sons carry on the daily chores of 
running the business. It can scarcely be said that Lew 
Hewes has retired, however. He remains as president 
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of the company, makes periodic visits to both stores 
and presides at frequent policy making meetings. 

Despite enormous and rapid expansion, the Hewes 
Boat Company has remained strictly a family affair. 
Mrs. Hewes is vice president, Lewis Hewes, Jr., is 
secretary and Robert D. Hewes, is treasurer. Active 
management of the company has been divided be- 
tween Lew, Jr., known to everyone, including Hewes 
employees, as Sonny, and Robert, known to all as 
Bobby. 

Bobby handles all operations except Chris-Craft in- 
board sales, which come under Sonny’s jurisdiction. 


Bobby, has been active in the family boat business 
since his early teens when he used to go directly from 
school to the boat store. Bobby confesses that he never 
considered this a hardship; he always found boats 
and boating fun even when it was business, too. Now 
32, Bobby’s only absence from service in the family 
boat business has been during a four-year hitch in the 
Navy. 

“But this was boats, too,” says Bob. “And I picked 
up many ideas in the Navy that have since helped me 
to do a better job here.” 

The only day Bobby takes off is Sunday, but it can 
hardly be said that he takes off from boats. Rather 
he takes off IN them. His hobby is trying out boats 
and motors and water-skiing. Hewes Boat Company, 
incidentally, carries the largest stock of water skis 
and water-ski equipment in Florida, if not in the 
entire South. Hewes is distributor for Kimball Fiber 
Glass skis and for Hedlund, Tourney and Rijo hard- 


wood skis. 
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Although Hewes moved from its Biscayne Boule- 
vard location in order to handle inboard cruisers, 
which at the time seemed to be the most promising 
boat sales field in the Miami area, small boat business 
surpassed that of the larger boats for the company by 
1955. A substantial majority of the company’s busi- 
ness is now done in outboard boats, motors and 
trailers. 


Bob Hewes sees the outboard trend as the biggest 
thing ahead in the boat business, at least for the next 
several years. He sees the introduction of a 60 horse- 
power motor by Mercury this year as one of the most 
significant events in pleasure-boating history. 


“Tt brings yachting to the average guy,” says Bob. 

Hewes has handled the Mercury line for many 
years and handles no other outboard line, although all 
makes are serviced at the Hewes stores. 


As further proof that the average guy who has 
taken to pleasure boating is now providing the bulk 
of business for the industry, Bob Hewes points out 
that small inboard craft of sheet plywood run out- 
board boats a good second in the Hewes sales picture. 
With the construction just completed at the river 
location, Hewes now carries more than 50 small boats 
on the floor, plus 20 to 25 inboard craft ranging up to 
32 feet. An average of eight boats is carried on the 
sales floor of the new 7th Avenue branch store which 
has 2500 square feet of indoor space. Used boats are 
carried on a 125 by 50 foot lot outside the branch 
store. A lot across from the Northwest South River 
Drive store is also employed for used boats. Many of 
them are kept under cover, however, using racks 
under a shed. Bob Hewes says that the use of racks for 
small boats doubles the carrying capacity of the com- 
pany's sales floors. 

Hewes is one of the country's best known Chris- 
Craft dealers. Chris-Craft lines carried in the Miami 
stores include motor boats, kit boats, engines, Cavalier 
boats and Sea Skiffs. Other boats carried by Hewes: 
Trojans, inboards and outboards, 15 to 32 feet; 
Lymans, 13 to 23 feet, inboards and outboards; Fleet- 
wing outboards, 15 to 21 feet; Carter Craft outboards, 
14 to 16 feet; Stamas outboards, 14 to 19 feet; 
Glasspar moulded fibre glass boats, 10 to 19 feet. 


The Hewes Company has also taken on a new 19 
foot, wide beamed craft designed and built by Al 
Martin of Miami. Bob Hewes hails this exceptionally 
roomy, seaworthy craft as the ideal companion for 
Mercury's new 60-horse outboard. He says the Mer- 
cury pushes the Martin boat at 42 miles per hour and 
will make the craft plane with 16 persons aboard. 


Hewes, continuing to expand with the growing 
interest in boating as a sport for the average Ameri- 
can, has also just signed on as a dealer for the ex- 
tensive Barbour line of inboard and outboard craft, 
ranging from 13 to 21 feet. 

Other lines handled by the big Hewes sales or- 
ganization include Gator trailers, Attwood hardware, 
Wilcox-Crittenden hardware, and Pettit paints. Hewes 
is a distributor, as well as dealer, for Attwood, W-C 
and Pettit. The company is a distributor of Chris- 
Craft kits for Dade, Broward and Monroe counties. 
It also holds a distributorship for Michigan Wheel 
Company propellers. The company is a dealer for 
Boat Armor fiberglass and resins. 


Hewes maintains boat dock service on the Miami 
River with a 15-ton boat lift and a full line of Texaco 
Marine products. All types of engine repairs and over- 
haul, both inboard and outboard, are done, along 
with minor hull repairs and services. 
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The outboard shop is immaculately main- 
tained. There are always scores of outboards of 
every type in various stages of repair. The force 
of skilled mechanics help to keep the thousands 
of outboard motors on Miami waters in tip-top 
shape at all times.

(TENTATIVE)

1. SCOPE These standards outline means by which

2. GENERAL PRINCIPLES—In view of the wide 
variation m structural design of boats, the follow- 
ing basic guides should be considered and used 
in designing and installing a lightning protection 
system for any given craft. 

a. A grounded conductor, or lightning protective 
mast, will generally divert to itself direct hits 
which might otherwise fall within a cone- 
shaped space, of which the apex is the top 
of the conductor and the base is a circle 
having a radius of approximately two times 
the height of the conductor. (See illustration) . 

b. To provide an adequately grounded con- 
ductor or lightning protective mast, the en- 
tire circuit from the top of the mast to the 
ground should have a conduction equivalent 
to a #8 A.W.G. copper conductor and the path 
to ground followed by the conductor should 
be effectively straight. 

c. If there are metal objects of considerable size 
within a few feet of the grounding conductor, 
there will be a strong tendency for sparks or 
side flashes to jump from the grounding con- 
ductor to the metal object at the closest point. 
To prevent damage from such side flashes 
an interconnecting conductor should be pro- 
vided at all places where they are likely to 
occur. 

d. Large metallic objects within the hull or 
superstructure of a boat should be inter- 
connected with the lightning protective sys- 
tem, or the bonding system, to prevent a 
dangerous rise of voltage due to a lightning 
flash. Items which are not part of the elec- 
trical system of the boat may be independently 
grounded, provided it is not practical to in- 
terconnect with the lightning protective or 
bonding systems. 
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a. Lightning Protective Mast—A lightning pro- 


tective mast should be mechanically strong in 
order to withstand exposure to use and 
weather. If the mast is of non-conducting ma- 
terial the associated lightning or grounding 
conductor should be essentially straight, se- 
curely fastened to the mast, should extend at 
least 6 inches above the mast and should 
meet the requirements of Paragraph C. of this 
section. 


b. Radio Antenna—A radio antenna may serve as 


a lightning protective mast provided it is 
equipped with transmitting type lightning 
arresters or means for grounding during elec- 
trical storms. The grounding of metal rod type 
radio antennas constitutes sufficient protection 
for wooden boats, without masts and spars, 
provided the following conditions are met: 

(1) All conductors in the grounding circuit 
of the antenna are at least #8 A.W.G. 
copper or equivalent in accordance with 
Paragraph c(1). 

(2) A line drawn from the top of the an- 
tenna downward toward the water at an 
angle of 60? to the vertical does not 
intercept any part of the boat. 

(3) Antenna with loading coils are con- 
sidered to end at a point immediately 
below the loading coil unless this coil 
is provided with a suitable gap for by- 
passing the lightning current. 

(4) Non-conducting antenna masts with 
spirally wrapped conductors are not 
considered suitable for lightning pro- 
tection purposes. 


c. Materials—The materials used in making of 


the protective system should be resistant to 
corrosion, No combination of metals should 
be used that forms a galvanic couple of such 
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a nature that in the presence of moisture or 
direct submersion, corrosion is accelerated. 
Except for the use of conducting materials 
which are otherwise part of the structure of 
the boat, only copper should be used as the 
conductor. Where copper is used, it should be 
of the grade ordinarily required for com- 
mercial electrical work, generally designated 
as being of 98% conductivity when annealed. 


(1) Copper Cable 
Copper cable conductors should be of a 
diameter not less than 18 A.W.G. The 
size of any wire of a cable should be 
not less than {17 A.W.G. The thickness 
of any copper ribbon or strip should 
be not less than No. 20 A.W.G. (0.032 
inch). 

(2) Joints 
Joints should be mechanically strong 
and should be so made that they have 
an electrical resistance not in excess 
of that of 2 feet of conductor. 


d. Interconnection of Metallic Masses 


(1) Interconnection or Grounding—Metallic 
masses aboard boats which are a perma- 
nent part of the boat, or are perma- 
nently installed within or about it, 
should, with the exception of those 
of comparatively small size, be made a 
part of the lightning-conductor system 
by interconnection with it (see Para- 
graph 2.d) or be independently ground- 
ed, or both, depending upon their lo- 
cation with respect to the lightning con- 
ductors and their surroundings, as more 
fully described in Paragraphs (2) to 
(4), inclusive of this section. 

Note: The object of interconnecting 
_the metal parts of a boat with 
the conductor is to prevent dam- 

age from sideflashes especially 
in the case of rather extensive 
metal objects that are near by. 
The main principle to be ob- 
served in the prevention of such 
damage is to pick out on a boat 
the places where sideflashes are 
most likely to occur and provide 
metallic paths for them. 


(2) Exterior Bodies of Metal—Meial sit- 
uated wholly on the exterior of boats 
should be electrically connected 
to the grounding conductor at its upper 
or its nearest end, and, if of considerable 
length, should be also grounded or 
electrically connected to the conductor 
at its lower or its farthest end. 

Note: Exterior metal bodies on boats 
include any large masses such as 
horizontal handrails on cabin 
tops, smoke stacks from galley 
stoves, davits or metal signal 
masts. 


(3) Interior Bodies of Metal—Metal sit- 
uated wholly in the interior of boats 
which at any point comes within 6 
feet of a lightning conductor should 
be electrically interconnected with it. 
The bonding required to prevent elec- 
trolysis should be considered adequate. 
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Note: Interior bodies of metal include 
engines, water and gasoline tanks, 
control rods for steering gear or 
reversing gear. It is not intended 
that small metal objects such as 
compasses, clocks, galley stoves, 
medicine chests, and other parts 
of the boat’s hardware should be 
grounded. 

(4) Metal which projects through cabin 
tops, decks or sides of boats above the 
sheer should be bonded to the nearest 
lightning conductor at the point where 
the metal emerges from the boat and 
should be grounded at its lower or ex- 
treme end within the boat. Spotlights 
and other devices projecting through 
cabin tops should be solidly grounded 
regardless of any other type of lightning 
protection. Personnel should refrain 
from operating this gear when lightning 
is in the immediate vicinity. 

(5) Radio transmitter antenna should be 
(1) equipped with means for ground- 
ing during electrical storms or (2) the 
transmitter and antenna should be pro- 
tected by transmitting type lightning 
arresLers. 


e. Ground Connection —AÀ ground connection for 


a boat may consist of any metal surface which 
is normally submerged in the water and which 
has an area of at least one square foot, Pro- 
pellers and metallic rudder surfaces may be 
used for this purpose. The ground plate as 
required by FCC for radio transmitters should 
be considered adequate. A steel hull itself 


constitutes an adequate ground. 


f. Vessels with Metal Hulls—lf there is an elec-

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Travelift Makes Boat Handling Almost 
Automatic, Says Sturgeon Bay Manufacturer 


WHILE THE HAUL-OUT, movement and launching 
of boats may never be completely automatic—although 
in this day of atomic power and modern invention, who 
knows?—Marine Travelift & Engineering, Inc. has de- 
veloped a boat lift which it claims makes boat handling 
almost automatic. At least, says the Sturgeon Bay, 
Wis. firm, Travelift makes „it as automatic as “can 
reasonably be expected." 

George Baudhuin, president of the Sturgeon Bay 
firm, had operated his own marina for twelve years, 
designing his own lifting equipment as he needed it, 
using it successfully for. à number of years. But how 
different today's modern, electrically operated Travelift 
is from the original Baudhuin innovation! 





Picture above shows 6 volt/12 volt electricallg-operated portable 
lift. Its capacity, single line — 500 lbs. Its capacity, double line — 
1,000 Ibs. 

The first Travelift was equipped with fixed sling 
spacing, hand-operated winches and was suspended on 
four wheels. The lift could be placed over the launching 
well, according to Baudhuin, the boat lifted and towed 
to any part of the 11 acre tract on which the marina 
was located—all in опе operation. However, while 
this lift worked quite satisfactorily, increased activity 
demanded more speed and greater efficiency. 

This need resulted in electrification of the Travel- 
lift. This permitted the lifting operation to be done 
electrically. A movable “A” frame allowed for variable 
sling spacing, according to Baudhuin, and three-point 
suspension, making it a semi-trailer type lift rather 
than a full trailer. This, says Baudhuin, increased 
Travelift’s maneuverability. 

The lift was rated with a capacity of ten tons and 
could handle boats from the smallest craft up to 45- 
footer, according to Baudhuin. And time required to 
launch or haul-out even large cruisers, took only 
minutes, he reports. 

The Travelift was offered boat yards across the 
country. Then followed a survey to determine the 
lifting needs of yards. This resulted in an expanded 
line with lesser and greater capacities. The range of 
capacities started at three tons and extended to a 
heavy-duty unit capable of handling boats up to 50 
tons. 

Now the line has been expanded to include Travelift 
equipment for handling of small, lightweight craft, 
specifically. A line of boat davits has been added, too. 
They are available either hand or power operated and 
have capacities of 250, 750 and 1,400 pounds. Baudhuin 
says they are adequate for the small boat yard yet 
lend themselves to individual installations, also. 

The present line of equipment offered by the firm 
includes a small power operated, portable lift which can 
be installed on dock or truck and is interchangeable 
for use in the shop when used with the option shop 
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dolly. Motors are available in six and 12 volt de or 
110 volt ac.

Flush-mounted outside the hull, the keel cooler is 
placed close to the stern of the craft, cooling the fresh 
water by a very simple process. This involves fresh water 
passing through from the water compartment of the 
engine to the cooling tubes outside the boat by one line 
and back into the engine compartment by another. 

The hull can be cleaned and the water drained from 
the engine following the simple removal of the keel 
cooler unit, say the designers. This is accomplished by 
a slip-joint assembly — all cooler fittings are equipped 
with sockets which contain neoprene rings. An easy-to- 
replace zinc plate is fastened to the cooler mounting 
plates to protect against electrolysis.

Bell, Inventor Of The Telephone, 
Regarded As Benefactor Of Baddeck 


ALEXANDER GRAHAM BELL, the man who fathered 
a major industry in this world of ours when he invented 
the telephone, is also responsible for the advent of the 
Pinaud Yacht Yard to the Nova Scotian town of Bad- 
deck. 

According to a story which appeared in a recent issue 
of the weekly Cape Breton Post, published in Sydney, 
Cape Breton, N. S., Canada, Bell maintained a palatial 
home at the harbor town of Baddeck during the early 
years of the present century. | 

When he wanted a yacht built for his use, he sum- 
moned to the town Walter Pinaud, who was already 
gaining a name for himself—along with his brothers 
John and Wilfred—as a yacht-builder in Sydney. 

While engaged in the construction of Bell’s yacht, 
Pinaud decided to set up his yard in Baddeck ... a yard 
which has contributed over the years to the healthy 
economy of the town and for which Dr. Bell gets an 
assist. 

So, in a marine sense, the name Pinaud and Baddeck 
are interrelated; many a yacht—large and small, sail and 
power—has been launched from the yard, and the article 
points out quality is always stressed by Walter Pinaud 
and his second-generation associates. 

And the second-generation participation is whole- 
hearted, for both sons—Fred and Ralph—are actively 
associated with their father in business, and daughter 
Catherine works in the yard office. 

Devoted entirely to pleasure vessels, the yard's out- 
put ranges from sailing and power craft below 30’ all the 
way to yawls and motor cruisers in the 60’ category. 
Many of the Pinaud-built craft are entirely of Nova 
Scotia wood: in the main, oak comprises the frame, keel, 
and stem, and mahogany planking is introduced into the 
more expensive models. 

A recent 42’ twin-engine power cruiser turned. out 
by the Pinaud work force for a Hamilton, Ont., yachts- 
man, featured the mahogany planking and teakwood 
decks. 

Recently designers at the yard conceived a 27’ sloop, 
and the first one went to R. A. Borden, grandson of the 
late Sir Robert Borden, who was Canada’s World War I 
prime minister. Its reported popularity has yard officials 
girding for increased production as the expected orders 
roll in. 

Although Pinaud has progressed with the time in that 
it has adopted use of the latest power tools and con- 
struction conveniences, it nevertheless places great stock 
in the value of trusted employees. Many workers at the 
yard have been there for a number of years and are 
still doing a full day’s work in their 70’s. 

Nor are all the Pinaud-built boats Pinaud-designed. 
Among famous designers whose plans the yard have 
converted into reality are Philip Rhodes, Inc., of New 
York City, and Eldridge McGuiness, Inc., of Boston, 
Mass. 

It is interesting to point out, by the way, that Pinaud’s 
association with Alexander Graham Bell didn’t end with 
the first yacht. He played a major role in the con- 
struction of the HD-4, which Bell designed for use as a 
motor torpedo vessel in the first World War. 

Although the war ended before it could be put into 
service, the HD-4— powered by an airplane engine and 
making full use of its hydroplane-type design—achieved 
an open-throttle speed of 70 mph, a record at that time. 

Furthermore, Pinaud was commissioned by Dr. Gil- 
bert Grosvenor, former president of the National Geo- 
graphic Society and Bell’s son-in-law, to build a 54’ 
yawl which is still in operation.

Borden's 15 Building New Plant For Its 
Production of Resinite Plastic Lines 


THE BORDEN COMPANY’s Chemical Division is acti- 
vating its newly completed polyvinyl chloride resin plant 
at Leominster, Mass. It also announced plans to build a 
new laboratory-office building and to begin manufac- 
ture of a full line of its Resinite plastic products. 


Harold W. Comfort, president of the Borden Co., says 
that it marks a significant step in the history of the di- 
vision.

B series batteries are similar 
but do not have the aluminum container, There are three 
12-volt batteries in the B series, rated at 29, 31 and 39 
ampere-hours. For six-volt starting, there's the Bowers

Danforth Anchors Is Now Making 
Larger Fabricated Steel Anchors 


BECAUSE DANFORTH ANCHORS believes that it has 
an advantage over cast steel construction, it is making 
an increasing number of anchors of high strength steel 
fabrication. The Berkley, Calif. firm is changing to this 
high-strength steel fabrication wherever it is practical, 
according to company officials. 


Danforth cites its 500 
pound Hi-Tensile shown 
in the illustration as a 
case in point. It holds, 
says the firm, better than 
a Danforth cast anchor 
weighing three times as 
much. These two anchors, 
incidentally, were equal 
in holding power to a 
stockless anchor of 5,000 
pounds, according to the 
West Coast firm. In ad- | 
dition to effecting a gew 
weight saving, says Dan- 
forth, the lighter anchor 
costs less, digs in faster 
due to its thin, sharp 
flukes and is easier to handle. It also requires a mini- 
mum of light anchor handling gear, according to the 
manufacturer, who bases his claims on the results of at- 
sea testing of Danforth products. 

The firm calls it the case of “heat-treated alloy steel- 
fabricated anchors vs. cast steel anchors." These tests, 
says Danforth, provided the following information: The 
18 pound fabricated Hi-Tensile was reported to have

the same dimensions as the 30 pound cast design, 
weighed less and held better. Danforth compared the 
90 pound Hi-Tensile to its 150 pound cast anchor with 
approximately the same results. Another comparison, 
with like results, was made between the 3,300 pound 
Hi-Tensile and the 10,000 pound cast anchor. 

Danforth says that the advantages of the large- 
dimension, light-weight anchor were further pointed 
up when a special 45 pound high-tensile aluminum 
Danforth anchor was built for the U. S. Navy. This 
anchor, according to Danforth, provides as much holding 
power as a 90 pound high alloy fabricated steel Hi- 
Tensile Danforth anchor or a 150 pound cast Danforth 
anchor. Dimensions of all three, says the firm, were 
practically the same in spite of the difference in weight 
and all held in about 21,000 pounds in hard sand. 
Danforth reports that the aluminum anchor dug in 
quickly and easily. 

Danforth officials think these are facts that will 
interest boat owners and those supplying boaters’ 
needs. Results of their tests proved to Danforth de- 
signers and engineers that anchors should be made 
for their pounds of holding power rather than for their 
pound weight. 

It is on the basis of these tests and their results that 
Danforth. is gearing its 1957 production for increased 
production of high strength aluminum and steel anchors 
for large and small commercial and pleasure craft.

One of the convention’s principal aims was to effect 
closer cooperation between dealers and manufacturer, 
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and this was accomplished as the guests had the 
chance to exchange opinions and ideas with such Cor- 
rect Craft executives as President Ralph C. Meloon; 
W. C. Meloon, chairman of the board; Vice-President 
Walter O. Meloon, and Sales Manager Norman M.

PRODUCTION IS SCHEDULED to get underway this 
year in the modern one-story factory in Shotts, Lanark- 
shire, Scotland which the Cummins Engine Co., Inc., of 
Columbus, Ind., has acquired for the manufacture of 
its Diesels. 

Operations at the Shotts plant—to be a wholly-owned 
subsidiary of the Columbus corporation and registered 
as the Cummins Engine Co., Ltd.—will be under the 
supervision of D. J. Cummins, who has been with the 
parent firm since its inception in 1919 and whose titles 
include director and vice-president for engineering. 





This is Cummins’ newly established plant at 
Sholts, Lanarkshire, Scotland. { 


By the time full operation is reached—by 1959, it is 
hoped—Cummins estimates its work force will stand at 
about 450 persons and its total investment in the vicinity 
of $4,000,000. Happily for the United Kingdom economy, 
the employ list will ultimately contain 800 or more names 
and most of the machinery and equipment necessary 
to outfit the plant will be purchased from British sources. 

Situated some 18 miles southeast of Glasgow and con- 
taining about 150,000 sq. ft., the new Cummins plant will 
produce the high-output, high-speed, lightweight Diesels 
currently turned out at the Hoosier home base, and all 
will be equipped with the simplified Cummins PT fuel 
injection system. 

Vice-President Cummins expresses the belief that a 
large percentage of the Shotts plant's output—which 
will include the famed Turbodiesels with their exhaust 
gas turbo-superchargers—will be sold in the U.K.'s ex- 
port market. Outside the United States and Canada, 
Cummins maintains 140 sales and service agencies in 88 
countries, and placed its engines in no less than 110 
countries during the year 1955. 


To handle the distribution of Cummins products to 


equipment manufacturers in the United Kingdom and 
continental Europe, the company will set up a sales and 
application engineering office in the British Isles. 

Cummins Diesels have marine applications with work 
boats and fishing and pleasure craft, as well as with 
Diesel-electric generator sets. 

D. J. Cummins, the man who will direct activities at 
his corporation’s only other manufacturing facility, has 
served the firm at various times in his career as manager 
of the research laboratory; manager of quality control, 
and manager of engineering and quality control. His 
engineering vice-presidency was awarded in 1948, and 
the board of directors welcomed him four years later,

One-Story, 150,000 Sq. Ft. Factory 
Established In Scotland By Cummins 


PRODUCTION IS SCHEDULED to get underway this 
year in the modern one-story factory in Shotts, Lanark- 
shire, Scotland which the Cummins Engine Co., Inc., of 
Columbus, Ind., has acquired for the manufacture of 
its Diesels. 

Operations at the Shotts plant—to be a wholly-owned 
subsidiary of the Columbus corporation and registered 
as the Cummins Engine Co., Ltd—will be under the 
supervision of D. J. Cummins, who has been with the 
parent firm since its inception in 1919 and whose titles 
include director and vice-president for engineering. 





This ts Cummins’ newly established plant at 
Shotts, Lanarkshire, Scotland. 


By the time full operation is reached—by 1959, it is 
hoped—Cummins estimates its work force will stand at 
about 450 persons and its total investment in the vicinity 
of $4,000,000. Happily for the United Kingdom economy, 
the employ list will ultimately contain 800 or more names 
and most of the machinery and equipment necessary 
to outfit the plant will be purchased from British sources. 

Situated some 18 miles southeast of Glasgow and con- 
taining about 150,000 sq. ft., the new Cummins plant will 
produce the high-output, high-speed, lightweight Diesels 
currently turned out at the Hoosier home base, and all 
will be equipped with the simplified Cummins PT fuel 
injection system. | 

Vice-President Cummins expresses the belief that a 
large percentage of the Shotts plant’s output—which 
will include the famed Turbodiesels with their exhaust 
gas turbo-superchargers—will be sold in the U.K.’s ex- 
port market. Outside the United States and Canada, 
Cummins maintains 140 sales and service agencies in 88 
countries, and placed its engines in no less than 110 
countries during the year 1955. 


To handle the distribution of Cummins products to 


equipment manufacturers in the United Kingdom and 
continental Europe, the company will set up a sales and 
application engineering office in the British Isles. 

Cummins Diesels have marine applications with work 
boats and fishing and pleasure craft, as well as with 
Diesel-electric generator sets. 

D. J. Cummins, the man who will direct activities at 
his corporation’s only other manufacturing facility, has 
served the firm at various times in his career as manager 
of the research laboratory; manager of quality control, 
and manager of engineering and quality control. His 
engineering vice-presidency was awarded in 1948, and 
the board of directors welcomed him four years later.

Hudson American's Five Model Radio Marine 
Telephone Line Will Be Shown At NY Show 


SAFER, MORE PLEASANT BOATING in the year 
ahead is the aim of designers and engineers at the 
Hudson American division of Dynamics Corp. of Ameri- 
ca, New York City manufacturer. Officials and repre- 
sentatives of the division will illustrate their contribu- 
tion toward this goal at the 47th annual New York Motor 
Boat Show this month.

Dealers Got Local Publicity For Boating 
By Talking To The Newspaper Publishers 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Here’s Ruel McDaniel’s story of how 
Houston, Texas dealers, through their trade association, 
induced the local press to give better coverage to the 
boating industry and associated topics. It might work 
in your community, too. 

The average daily newspaper is usually liberal with 
free editorial space for wrestling, boxing, football, base- 
ball and numerous other activities but short on live 
reading material on boating and the use of boats in 
hunting, fishing and water sports generally. 
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This should not be so, Houston boat and motor dealers 
decided some months ago, and set about to do something 
about it. They realized that more people were interested 
in the activities requiring the use of boats and motors 
than most other sports events which were monopolizing 
so much free space in local papers. 


Many dealers were liberal users of paid advertising 
space in the papers but they were receiving little or no 
editorial encouragement in return. 

“We would read a three or four-column head about 
a wrestling bout,” explains C. B. Delhomme, head of 
the local concern bearing his name, “and note that the 
wrestling promoters ran no advertising; or if they did 
it was no more than a column-inch or so. We con- 
sidered the situation unfair, not only to us as dealers 
but to the public, because we knew a lot more people 
were more interested in boating than wrestling.” 


Working through their local organization, Boating 
Trades Association of Houston, the dealers formed a 
committee which called on the publishers of two leading 
newspapers—an afternoon and a morning daily. In 
conference with the publishers, members of the com- 
mittee showed national and local statistics to prove 
the tremendous interest in the various outdoor sports 
requiring the use of boats and motors; they showed 
them figures on the amount of advertising the boating 
industry did in the local papers and how little tie-up 
editorial material the papers had carried to promote 
boating. 

The outcome was the promise of one paper to de- 
vote a page each week in the sports section to boats and 
boating. With one paper thus convinced, the other fol- 
lowed quickly as a matter of course. Now in each paper, 
each week, near the week-end, a full page of boating 
news, features and pictures appears in each of the two 
newspapers. 


Dealers have reciprocated by increasing materially 
their advertising, because tie-up editorial material 
makes their advertising much more effective. Readers 
particularly like the idea of concentrating boating 
news and boat and motor advertising on one page, be- 
cause it provides easier, quicker and better reading. 
Besides, it gives them more boating news and features 
than they ever had before. ; 


In addition, boat dealers, again through their as- 
sociation, currently headed by Carl Boehler, owner 
of Proven Products Company, 4000 Gulf Freeway, 
worked out an arrangement with the ċlassified ad- 
vertising department of each paper whereby all boat 
and motor classified advertising would appear in a 
special classified section on the weekly boating page. 


A typical boating page now contains a feature by 
the paper’s outdoor editor on some topic about or 
closely related to boating; a story on an outboard motor 
race coming up, a new line of boats added by a local 
dealer, notes on the new models of outboards currently 
being displayed, etc. And, of course, the display adver- 
tising of dealers appears on the same page, along with 
the section for classified copy. Sometimes the amount 
of advertising and editorial material is sufficient to run 
over into an adjoining page, giving the industry still 
more spotlight. 

"It is the best thing, promotion-wise, that the local 
boating industry has ever done," declares Delhomme. 
"And what we have done, dealers in practically any 
city can do if they will get together and talk it over 
with their local publishers."

Conceal Boat 


A new express cruiser makes its debut this year. 
It’s the Habana Express, a General Boat Corp. Sports- 
Kraft. The Grand Prairie, Texas firm designed the 
cruiser as an overnight fisherman or for family and 
week-end cruising. 

Its wide — beam, 72” — this 16-footer, and deep. 
It is 40" deep forward, 29” amid and 20" at the stern. 
These features contribute to the crafts safety and 
comfort even in rough water, according to the Texas 
firm. There are sleeping accommodations for two in its 7’ 
56" cabin. Cabin head room on this craft is 56". The 
cockpit is plenty roomy, too, for fishing gear or supplies 
for fishing and family fun on board. The cockpit is 
94” long and 56” wide. 


. That’s the name of General Boats’ new Sports-Kraft. 
Its a 16-footer said to feature speed and safety combined with 
easy handling. 


Habana... 


The 16-footer is said to have a fast hull, semi-V bot- 
tom with a flat planing surface and non-trip chines. 
Speeds up to 25 mph are reported with 33 hp out- 
board power, but the Habana handles power up to 
60 hp, reports the firm. The cruiser is available in Sea- 
witch blue and off white. Bunk cushions and hatch 
cover, as well as Styrofoam floation, are standard 
equipment. 

The 16’ Habana utility runabout, designed for family 
use, is another newcomer to the Sports-Kraft series. 
Its construction features parallel those of the Habana 
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Express. The runabout will handle twin 30s or 33s, 
says General Boat, but is rated for power anywhere from 
30 hp to 60 hp. ТЇП reach speeds of from 25 mph to 
33 mph on a single 33 hp unit, according to the firm. 
The runabout sports a 72" beam and a forward, amid 
and stern depth of 3515", 34" and 24" respectively. The 
transom is 55" wide at the bottom and 52" at the top, 
as the Habana Express. This runabout is available in 
lemon yellow and off white. 

General Boat's largest 1957 model is the roomy 1915- 
footer, the Continental Cruiser, recommended by the 
company for week-end and family excursions.

Very early in the 1800's sportsmen living in the great 
northern wilderness of New York State began to seek 
out many of the state's rivers and lakes in which to fish. 
In many instances this involved making reservations at 
hotels and other like facilities which were springing up 
all over the Adirondack area. These facilities provided 
guides who could take these sportsmen on guided trips. 





This Adirondack guide boat is of modern materials although 
ifs forerunners dale back to early 1800's. 


In conducting these fishing trips, the guides found 
that they needed strong and lighter boats which were 
capable of carrying more of a load than were the canoes 
with which they were familiar. This need brought about 
the building of the Adirondack guide boats at Long 
Lake, N. Y. Although they were said to be a great 
improvement over the canoes of those days, there were 
never very many of them sold outside of that area 
because of the many hours of labor it took to build a 
single boat. 

Construction of these boats has been taken over by the 
Alleock Manufacturing Co. of Ossining, N. Y. with 
modern day methods having been incorporated into 
their design and construction. While retaining the 
same basic characteristics as the original wooden boats, 
the new version has a much stronger fiberglass hull that 
requires no painting or caulking and is leakproof. It is 
also equipped with two compartments containing Styro- 
foam for complete buoyancy. | 

The color of this craft goes all the way through. It is 
built to paddle or row but can be powered by a small 
outboard motor.

have an opportunity to examine the reinforced plastic 
craft since they’ll be on display at both exhibitions. 


They'll see hulls with molded-in color and solid ma- 
hogony trim, the product of huge, steam-heated, match- 
ed metal dies. Molded Fiber Glass credits this die-mold- 
ing process with uniformity and strength of all MFG 
hulls. In addition, since the hull preform is made by 
spraying 2” fiberglass strands in all directions on a rotat- 
ing screen form, the company claims that this strength 
is equal at all points. Another construction feature of the 
MFG craft is the extra reinforcement provided by cross- 
ribs of fiberglass parallel continuous strands. 


The difference in the craft — from one model to 
another — is primarily in the trim and accessories with 
which they are equipped. The three models are the 
Cambridge, the Erie and the Union. Basic dimensions 
for all three are the same.

This latter is partially achieved by the. development— 
in conjunction with a leading paint manufacturer—of a 
new coating said to give SaftiCraft a highly anti-cor- 
rosive film of protection as well as a shield against 
abuse. 

Beneath this coating lies a steel hull that Dupont 
says has the look of wood and gives the performance 
of wooden craft. The styling and the matched grain 
Philippine ribbon-striped mahogany finish further 
characterize the wood-like steel-craft. 

Interiors, says the Southern builder, are spacious 
and offer a combination of traditional and modern 
styling to appeal to the boating market. Selected satin- 
finished mahogany paneling provides the traditional 
touch while floor carpeting and stain-proof upholsteries 
add the modern, decorator touch, according to Dupont. 
A new-this-year cabin arrangement provides the 
roominess that Dupont thinks today's “aqua-living” 
really demands.

Four boats in the Showboat fleet stretch to 38’ 


in length: the four- and six-sleeper Constellations; the 
double-cabin Corsair, and the new Sport Fisherman 
with an extra-sturdy hull, a fishing bridge, and a 13’ 
beam which outdoes the beams of the other 38-footers 
by six inches. 

Complete cruising accommodations for eight are 
provided by the 42’ Constellation motor-yachts and 
Corsair double cabin cruisers with their raised aft 
cabin and built-in sundeck. Toilet facilities adjoin 
master staterooms in both, and airy deckhouses derive 
benefit from the union of the salon, dinette, and galley 
into one big living area. 

All Chris-Craft Sedan Flybridge cruisers and Con- 
stellations can be equipped with optional hard or soft 
tops for the bridge, Pickell points out. The teak decks 
which are standard with the Futura and Fisherman 
models, cost extra for all cruisers and yachts above 30’. 

Pickell calls the ’57 fleet the most sweepingly re- 
styled in the company's history, and it awaits ac- 
ceptance during the year which everyone expects to 
be boating's biggest. 

Six factories are currently engaged in pleasure 
craft production in the Chris-Craft plan of operation, 
and a 100,000 sq. ft. factory currently being built in 
Florida will be headquarters for the manufacture of a 
deluxe houseboat-type 65’ yacht.

High-priced and luxury boats may no longer be boat 
show novelties but Arkansas Traveler’s Chicago Na- 
tional Boat Show exhibit is bound to attract plenty of 
attention. It's going to be more than the Little Rock, 
Ark. firm's 1957 fleet that’ll be vying for attention. 

One of the Southwest Mfg. Co.’s Arkansas Travelers 
will be “wearing” an 8.27 carat diamond in a fixture 
specially-designed to resemble a bow light. The diamond 
has been named the “Star of Arkansas." That's the 
diamond in the upper right corner of the picture here. 
It's reported to be a flawless stone, one of the "most fab- 
ulous" in existence. The Arkansas Traveler division 
predicts that this year's Chicago display will eclipse 
anything of this nature “ever before shown." 





Look at that marquise-shaped diamond! Chicago Boat Show-goers 
will see it again in all of its brilliance. The Arkansas Traveler 
Marquise will be “wearing” it ai the Chicago exposition. A special 
light fixture has been designed to house the stone. 


The craft that'll be “wearing” the diamond is the new 
Marquise, a sports runabout. The gem itself was mined 
in the Crater of Diamonds, reputed to be the only 
diamond mine in North America, located near Murfrees- 
boro, Ark. In the rough, the stone weighed 15.37 carats. 
It was cut and polished by Schenck and Van Haelen, 
New York diamond cutters, to the “marquise” shape as 
seen in the picture. The stone measures 144” x 7/16”. 

The Arkansas Traveler Marquise measures 15’. It’s 
part of the Royal series and features two cockpits, a 
fantail deck and forward sweep fins. Deck, coaming 
and fins are of lustrous, gleaming fiberglass with a 
glass-smooth finish. Attractive, comfortable cushions 
are color-matched. Like the Duchess, second in this 
two-model Royal Series, the Marquise is rated for 60 hp 
and is equipped for installation of motor and remote 
motor controls. The Marquise has a 62” beam and a 
53” transom. The boat weighs 420 pounds and is factory- 
equipped with hardware and fittings. 

When the two Marquises—boat and diamond—are 
exhibited by Arkansas Traveler, it will be insured for 
$75,000 and will be under the constant protection of 
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two members of the Arkansas State Troopers, armed 
and in uniform. 

The stone was found by Mrs. A. L. Parker of Dallas, 
Texas. Mrs. Parker paid the regular $1.50 digging 
privilege fee and was rewarded with her find at a rate 
of about 50,000 to 1. The boat on which the gem will 
be exhibited will also have a price tag of about $76,000, 
according to Arkansas Traveler. The mine, covering 
about 72 acres, has provided diamonds—about 70% 
industrial and 30% gem grade—since its 1906 discovery. 
It is now operated as a tourist attraction with a $1.50 
fee for “finders-keepers” digging privileges. 

Arkansas Traveler will exhibit others in its 1957 
fleet of outboards. The new 16’ Day Cruiser will be 
spotlighted at Chicago. Test runs of this craft using twin 
35 hp motors resulted in speeds around 35 mph, ac- 
cording to the Arkansas firm. The cruiser has an 82” 
beam and a 65” transom for motors of up to 80 hp. 
There’s room in the 7’ x 10’ cockpit for two or three 
deck chairs, too, and room underneath the transom seat 
for fuel tanks, battery and other equipment.

Leisureline designers have come up with a heavy ply- 
wood parapet which runs the length of the cabin roof on 
both sides to achieve a long, low look.

This, in turn, will 
eliminate about 10% of the ordinary weight and about 
25% of the usual labor costs, says the new firm. This 
is one of the features that makes it possible to furnish 
this craft in an aluminum kit form, it is said. 

Hydro Keel Kraft are so named because of the 
principle on which the craft has been designed. This 
involves some of the principles of the hydrofoil, cata- 
maran and water ski, the maker reports.

Airboats 


The Airboy Skimmer, designed especially for use 
with air drive outboard power, will be introduced at 
the Chicago National Boat Show by Airboats, Inc., St. 
Louis, Mo. 

A 15' boat with a displacement-type hull, the new 
Airboy Skimmer has a 48" beam, a depth of 16" and 
weighs 120 lbs. It's of plywood and available with fiber- 
glass covering at extra cost. 

Airboats claims the Skimmer has the efficiency of a 
square stern canoe. The front is V'd, but the bottom is 
flat from about one-third back to the stern. It seats 
four adults. 

An exclusive feature is an auxiliary transom, used 
for mounting the airdrive power amidships when the 
boat is used by a single person. The idea is to prevent 
drag resulting from the bow being up and the stern 
down. 





Skimmer has been especially designed for use with 
air-drive outboard power. 


The 1957 Sportsman features front steering, rather 


than rear-steering used last year. The deluxe model 
has tail fins and a slightly blunter nose to afford more 
legroom. This is a 15' plywood boat, fiberglass cov- 
ered and powered with a 65 hp aircraft engine to speeds 
of 37 mph. 

Changes on the 19 Traveler, a step-hydroplane of 
fiberglass-covered plywood, are less obvious.

The four Finncraft are 17’ and 19 outboard run- 
abouts; a 21’ outboard shelter cabin model, and a 24’ 
inboard shelter cabin version. The smaller boats have 
been redesigned by Philip L. Rhodes, and special Fin- 
lander models are available in 26’ and 30’ lengths, as 
well as sailboats 28’-40’ long. 





One of four versions of the Finlander clinker-built 
sea skiffs of Northern pine planking. 


Two options are possible with the 74"-beamed 17’ 
outboard runabout: it may be purchased as a white 
utility-type craft with marine plywood deck and a 
wrap-around windshield, or as a Deluxe with a solid 
slat deck, full-sized mahogany windshield, and sunken 
rivets. 


White is the basic color of the Finlanders, but the 
Deluxe 17-footer and the 19’ mahogany-planked run- 
about feature a choice between a lacquered and white 
appearance. 

Although a watertight motor well for two outboards 
is part of the 19’ runabout, spokesmen for its manu- 
facturer report that it is also adaptable for a 45-hp 
Fageol V-drive engine. A mahogany windshield and 
sunken riveting are among its features. 

The shelter cabin models both boast solid slat decks 
and hatches, the 21-footer's hardtop cabin providing 
sleeping accommodations for two—by way of seats 
which convert to a pair of bunks—and the 24’ inboard 
sleeps four on two below-deck bunks and two conver- 
tible seats. 

Two motors can be installed in the watertight well 
in the 21’ outboard, but a 65-hp Universal Aqua-Pak 
V-drive engine can be employed for power derivation. 
The 90"-beamed boat has an enclosed head and open- 
able windshields. 

The 24' by 8' crusier is equipped with а box-type 
head and a round transom, and is said to perform most 
effectively when powered by a 100-hp Gray Marine 
engine. 

Soft noses and a battleship flare characterize all Fin- 
landers, which are copper-riveted throughout and 
bronze-fastened and whose oak frames have 8” centers. 

A story which appeared in a recent edition of the 
New York Times, while dealing to a great degree with 
the pickup in imports of small pleasure craft and at- 
tendant efforts by boatbuilders in this country to have 
tariffs raised as a protective measure, also explained 
the Finns’ preference for their own Northern pine over 
plywood. 

Favored by the Vikings of old, the pine is said to 
grow slowly in the northern regions; to be dense in 
grain; to have a high tensile strength; to be lighter 
than, but equal in strength to, mahogany; to blend well 
with mahogany, and to possess a high breaking point in 
both lapstrake and carvel planking.

Differing from a version introduced last August only 
in its painted plywood cabin sides and hardwood tran- 
som, a new 19’ family outboard cruiser has been placed 
on the market by S. U. Ferbend, Inc., of Morganfield, 
Ky.

The same novel wood-weld construction which gives 
airiness to the hull imparts stability to the craft through 
its use in fastening bulkheads to the sides, Ferbend 
reveals. 


Vital statistics of the cruiser are an actual length 
of 18’ 10"; 90",beam;. 8" draft, and freeboard of 36” 
forward and 22" aft. The 1%” transom is 20" high to 
accommodate the long shaft motors, and speeds in ex- 
cess of 30 mph are attainable with twin installations. 


For the cabin doors and sides, 94" mahogany has 
been used, and the 87" by 86" expanse of the cabin is 
sufficient to afford comfortable sleeping accommoda- 
tions for two persons in 78" berths. 


Windows in the cabin—as well as the wrap-around 
windshield—are of Plexiglas, and accessories include a 
roomy wardrobe locker; a convenient storage cabinet;

recommends following its factory-devised application 
instructions. First, the temperature of the resin itself 
should be brought to the same level of the hull by 
placing the resin can next to the hull for approximately 
12 hours. 

Next, says the firm, a bottle of low temperature ac- 
celerator should be added to a quart of Boat Armor 
resin. This is necessary when the resin is below 65 de- 
grees.

PREVENTION OF BROKEN CONTROLS and boat 
а damage due to attempted shifting while the throttle is 
advanced has been effected by combining control of both 
throttle and shift in a single lever which is a star of the 
1957 Seaflite line of hardware manufactured by the 
Attwood Brass Works, Inc., of Grand Rapids, Mich. 

The new control shares billings with the Autopilot, 
an outboard steering mechanism which assertedly over- 
comes propeller torque, and the Seaflite Glopole, a 
lucite stern pole with a light at the top of its shaft.

Inboard And Outboard Motor Benefits 
Attributed To Flexidrive Transmission 


BILLED AS A BONANZA for small boaters, a compact 
rear drive assembly known as Flexidrive has been 
readied for the American market by the Muncie Gear 
Works, Inc., of Muncie, Ind. 

E. E. Milner, vice-president and engineer for the 
corporation which has scored in the past with the extra- 
light Neptune outboard motor, contends that installation 
of the unit on the rear end of outboard boat hulls con- 
verts them to inboards for all purposes, and that in- 
boards are rendered more “haulable” when Flexidrive 
is hooked up at the stern position. 

“In either installation’, 
he continues, “the engine 
mounts right against the 
rear transom, constitut- 
ing a very small package 
and leaving the center of 
the hull completely open. 
A choice of power from 
25 to 60 hp gives the buy- 
er a wide range for selec- 
tion,” 

Under consideration at 
the Muncie plant, he adds, 
is development of a sec- 
ond Flexidrive model to 
cover the 60 to 120 hp | 
ranges. Fiexidrive unit is adaptable to

anism can be installed by an owner with a rudimentary 
knowledge of boats and motors or by a mechanic in

In its outboard application, the Flexidrive can be 
hooked up with any standard marine motor or any 





: conyerted auto or tractor motor. The result, then, is an 
outboard boat—be it 14’ long or as large as а cruiser—, 


in the inboard class at about half the price. Launching 
and transport are facilitated because the unit’s in-water 
assembly lifts out of the way automatically through use 
of its own power lift. 

To the standard inboard, the Flexidrive adds ease of 
launching and hauling plus increased maneuverability 
in the water with the propeller replacing the usual in- 
board rudder. 

The Muncie firm spokesman reveals the assembly will 
mount on a transom 134” thick and at an angle up to 
15 degrees on the shaft line. In making installation, a 
wooden wedge can be cut easily to fit any transom 
variation. 

Both input and propeller shaft are 34" in diameter 
for adequate torsion strength and ruggedness. Diameter 
of the propeller at present is 10", but there is a possibility 
that the figure may be increased or optional alternatives 
provided in future models, Milner reports. | 

Evidence of the fuel economy attainable with the 
Flexidrive is in the announced fact that, in comparable 
30-to 40-hp engines, standard outboards consume from 
415 to 6 gallons of gas per hour, while the four-cycle 
inboards use only 1 to 1% gallons. 

As an outgrowth of this significant fuel saving, the 
Flexidrive-equipped boat is capable of three or four 
times greater cruising range, Milner points out. 

Featuring built-in forward, neutral, and reverse gears, 
the new product has actually made possible “no-hand” 
driving in company-sponsored on-the-water tests.

Much Of The Drama In Miami-Nassau Race 
Involved A Johnson-Powered Botved Coronet 


THE MIAMI-NASSAU power boat race which was 
held early in December was described as "the world's 
toughest boat race." First off, there were only 11 of the 
21 boats which were entered that made an appearance 
on the morning of the race. This was reported to be 
due to the three to five foot waves just off Miami and 
the 15 to 20 foot waves out in the Gulf Stream on that 
particular day. 

Despite warnings of the officials not to attempt it, the 
smallest boat to begin the race was a 17%” Botved 
Coronet outboard cruiser powered by two 35 hp Johnson 
outboard motors. The boat returned to shore after 
about 15 miles out to bring back a crewman who 
had cut his arm severly and needed medical attention. 
However, the craft returned to the race again only 
to run into a stranded racer who was having motor 
trouble. 

After escorting this craft to Frasen's Hog Key for the 
night, the Coronet cruiser continued and completed the 
race. Even with time lost beeause of these two detours 
the little craft is reported to have come in sixth of the 
eight that finished the race. 

This gruelling 186 mile grind took such a toll on the 
craft that several of them had to be shipped back by 
steamer but the Botved cruiser made the return trip 
under its own power and in an unofficial time of nine 
hours and 21 minutes. Reports say that if there was a 
reward for valor, the Botved Coronet would have won 
it.

He needed it because dealers located some distance 
from the thruway in New York State weren't able to 
take advantage of Harwill’s simplified delivery system, 
utilizing the thruway. Since 1955, Harwill has brought 
boats in company-owned trailers to New York State, 
dropping off dealer orders at thruway interchanges. 
Because it is cheap transportation and there is no need 
for wrapping or crating, shipping charges paid by deal- 
ers and, ultimately by their customers, are 50% lower 
than before. 

But dealers away from the thruway couldn’t easily 
avail themselves of this service. So Bob Sloan bought 
his warehouse, used it as a drop-off point for dealer 
orders (It’s in the hub of the state and easily access- 
able) and then began keeping a supply of Aero-Craft 
boats for dealers who have rush sales. 

He reports 1956 sales more than doubled as a result 
and adds that dealers get to see a varied line of Areo-

ing equipment is expensive to buy and more ex- 
pensive to maintain. The people who operate their : 
equipment are well organized and highly paid. 

Because of this the transportation companies are 
forced to economize the only place they can and this 
is where it hurts you the most, in their clerical 
expense. 

I think it well to tell you here that I am not stating 
established facts now but expressing my own opinions

gathered over ten years experience in the Traffic 
profession. 

The average rate clerk, the fellow that decides what 
rate you will pay on your shipments, is a second or 
third ‘semester traffic school student who takes the 
job for experience. Consider this along with freight 
tariffs themselves. Under section 1 of the Interstate 
Commerce Act there is a provision which reads to 
the effect that freight tariffs must be compiled in 
such a manner so that any reasonably intelligent 
person can read and understand them, Now this is a 
standing joke in the traffic profession.

2. The establishment of a club room for children, 
including teenagers, may prove advantageous. It can 
have pictures on the walls and other exhibits of in- 
terest. In one such room we saw in a popular fishing 
area, was a placard with lists of fish caught: by whom, 
when, weight, etc. 


3. Those selling boats who are located on the water 
may find it profitable to sponsor and conduct boat 
“cruises” and picnics, for the day, open to boats of 
all kinds from rowboats or runabouts with outboard 
engines to larger craft. These cruises would be or- 
ganized especially for children and help to make the 
teenagers or younger feel that the boat yard or dealer 
is interested in them and is virtually providing a club 
for their activities. 3 


4. Boat races under sail or of the informal family 
type—not the almost professional outboard races— 
are another means of attracting children and enlisting 
their interest in boating. 


5. A store with many items to appeal to children 
may cost their parents money—first for toys and then 
for the real thing. But it may also bring boat sales 
to the dealer. I know of a 10 year old grandson who 
got a model outboard cruiser for Christmas, with a 
tiny outboard operated with a battery. His parents 
are now visiting boat yards looking for a boat twenty 
times as long. 


With a good display of boats and gadgets and with 
something of interest.always going on its possible for 
an alert and patient seller of boats to make his head- 
quarters a busy boat market. Outboards and outboard 
runabouts have a special appeal to children, not solely 
because of the noise the engines make, or used to 
make before “whispering” power came into vogue. 
They are also popular because children can handle 
them and because they help to keep boating expense 
within the reach of almost everyone. Small, one de- 
sign sailboats have also done much to stimulate the 
interest and participation of children. 


I have talked to many yachtsmen—or boatmen as I 
should perhaps call them in order not to seem too 
‘hifalutin”—about the part chlidren play in the sale 
of boats. I haven't found one, except perhaps an occa- 
sional old bachelor, who doesn't agree that children, 
despite the irritations that all parents can understand, 
should be encouraged as well as restrained. Why not 
do everything within reason to keep this potent sales 
force on your side?

SPEAKING OF FREIGHT COSTS 
(Continued from page 561) 

I suggest to you that any rate that is three times the 
premium first class rate is on the face of it un- 
reasonable. 

When the carriers raise their rates they must pub- 
lish them in a tariff and file them with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. Then these rates cannot be- 
come effective for thirty days. Within this 30 days 
its up to the shippers to examine these rates and 
decide if they are reasonable. If they don’t believe 
they are reasonable they should then write to the 
Commission and ask to have the rates suspended and 
a hearing set to determine the reasonableness of the 
rates. 

Of course, in order to take advantage of all this 
information Гуе given you, you must be kept in- 
formed on them and unfortunately you can't do it 
for yourselves. Your only alternative is to have 
someone else do it for you, and this brings me to 
my last subject of the evening, the traffic services. 
For your purposes there are three different kinds 
of traffic services and all of them are good. 

The first type is the traffic consultant. This is a 
fellow who is a registered Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission practitioner — who for a fee will act as your 
traffic manager. 

The second type is the so-called free freight audit- 
ing service. This is the fellow that takes your freight 
bills dating back 2 years. Any overcharges older 
than 2 years are outlawed by the statute of limitations. 
He audits these bills and files overcharge claims for 
any bills on which you were overcharged. For this 
service he charges you 50% of any money he can get 
refunded to you. 

The last type is a combination of the other two and 
the one I would recommend to you. This fellow 
charges a small fec to cover his overhead and supplies 
you with a consulting service for rates and any 
question of traffic law. He will either pre-audit your 
bills that is before you pay them, or post-audit the 
bills after you pay them. If he post audits he takes a 
percentage of the money he can get refunded for you. 

This type of service while the best, unfortunately 
is not available to you individually but as a group 
through the M.T.A. it could be available to you. The 
fee could be paid by the association and the service 
could be used by all the members. I know of two 
associations that use this type of service at present. 
One is the Fish Dealers Association and the other is 
the Barber Suppliers Association. Just how it op- 
erates Í don't know but you can find out by contacting 
the Traffic Service. Thank you and good night.

Cating Rope Works, Inc. Celebrates 
90th Year Of K-Ting Rope Production 


CATING ROPE WORKS is celebrating its 90th year in 
the production of K-Ting Rope. Major Cating founded 
the original firm in 1866, soon after he had hung up his 
uniform at the close of the Civil War. Rope making was 
the only business he knew. 


He had worked in ropewalks at Maspeth, N. Y., pres- 
ent home of K-Ting Rope, and in Jersey City, N. J. 
This was back in the “good old days," when the yarns 
were spun on spinning wheels and then taken to the 
ropewalk where a series of workers literally “walked” 
the yarns into rope products. The Cating Rope Works 
prospered, with the major actively participating with a 
few helpers in laying up yarns of American Hemp and 
other fibers into a variety of rope products. 


But it's 1957 now and many changes have come into 
being in the rope industry. Ropewalks are tourist attrac- 
tions; modern machinery streamlined the entire process. 
It was in 1890 that the first of the new rope-making ma- 
chines was introduced in America, according to Cating, 
but not until sometime later did Cating’s production 
turn entirely from hand to machine methods. And, now 
in this year, Cating has modern equipment that will 
twist Nylon, Dacron, Polyethylene and other synthetic 
fibers as well as manila and sisal. 





Ninety years ago, Major Cating (shown above on the right) 
founded the Caling Rope Works at Maspeth, Mass. Al his death, 
his son, W. B. Cating (left) assumed responsibility of the firm. 
It was during his regime that modern machinery began to replace 
the tedious hand laying and forming processes.

The responsibility of carrying on the company's busi- 
ness was shifted to his son, W. B. Cating, when Major 
Cating died in 1893. Under W. B. Cating's direction, Cat- 
ing Rope Works was completely re-built and modern- 
ized in 1935. Under his regime, center strand lubrication 
became a K-Ting rope feature, This is a process by which 
the rope's center strands are impregnated with a special 
lubricant to prevent internal friction that causes rope 
wear. 


The Hawser-making machine was introduced, in addi- 
tion to the regular forming and laying machines. This 
machine consists of a “former” and a “layer.” What it 
does is arrange the yarns in a series of layers concentric 
with the center of the strand so that each yarn takes its 
share of the load, reducing excess strain on the center 
yarns which are the shortest. This construction, says W. 
C. Cating, present head of the firm, assures rope of high 
tensile strength and durability because it insures a uni- 
form strand from one end of the coil to the other. 


As Cating celebrated its 90th anniversary, it also is- 
sued a brochure tracing the firm's history since 1866. 
The brochure also takes a paragraph to discuss the 
laboratory testing and control program to which K- 
Ting rope is subjected. It is in this laboratory, too, says 
Cating, that new processes and treatments are de- 
veloped.

New Ski Tow Rope Reel Is Introduced 

By A San Angelo, Texas Manufacturer 

A NEW SKI ROPE REEL which automatically re- 
trieves a released tow rope is being introduced at the 
Chicago Boat Show in February by the San Angelo Die 
Fue ca & Mig. 458, of Зап Angelo, Texas.

As the boat pulls away from the skier in the water, 
says the firm, the reel is spring wound. When the rope 
is fully extended, a stop meets the transom mounted 
eyelet bracket, putting all pull on the boat transom. 
When the skier releases the tow rope, it will remain 
extended until the boat speed is reduced. Then, the 
spring tension of the ski reel automatically reels in 
the tow rope, thus eliminating the necessity of hand 
retrieving.

MAJOR REASONS FOR THE PROPOSALS 

The committee's approach to writing standards for 
lightning protection was based on the fact that there 
is almost an infinite number of combinations of 
different boats and lightning conditions. For this 
reason, the standards must of necessity be rather 
general. In line with this thinking, general principles 
are stated in Paragraph 2, so that a designer faced 
with a new problem will be able to go back to 
fundamentals in seeking a solution. 

Paragraph 3 refers more specifically to the details 
which must be considered in the design or installation 
of a lightning protective system. Paragraphs 4, 5 and 
6 attempt to point out some of the slight differences 
for the major types of boats considered in this 
standard. 

It was felt that it would be impractical to attempt 
to specify in detail the type of protection needed 
for large yachts, especially power boats, and so 
reference was made to the United States Department 
of Commerce Handbook #46 “Code for Protection 
Against Lightning”, This is a very general standard 
and gives sufficient information for the average 
naval architect or builder to properly protect a 
large craft. 

A considerable usage was made of the above men- 
tioned handbook and also to NFPA {302 “Fire Pro- 
tection Standards for Motor Craft”. 

Certain exceptions have been taken to past prac- 
tice. For example, in Paragraphs 2b and 3b(1) and 
c(l), a #8 A.W.G. copper conductor was specified. 
This departs from prior specifications where a {4 or 
#6 conductor has been specified. This exception was 
taken on the basis of experimental evidence where 
it has been shown that the largest conductor ever 
melted by a lightning stroke was a £8. The probability 
of such a stroke is extremely rare as has been shown 
by other experimental evidence. At the same time, 
the limitations on small boats by insisting on con- 
ductors larger than #8 are apt to be severe and so 
the committee felt that this departure is justified. It 
will be noted that the specification is “at least {8” 
in Paragraph 3 and it is felt that on the larger boats 
heavier wire will be used as the wording of the 
specification indicates the desirability of this. 

Another departure taken from prior specifications 
is the use of a grounding area of not less than one 
square foot—Paragraph 3e for the protection of 
ships. Handbook #42 recommends 36 square feet 
but experimental evidence does not back up the 
necessity for such a large area. Obviously, a 36 square 
foot ground plate -is quite impractical on a small 
craft. 

In approaching the lightning protection problem, 
it was assumed that the basic end was the protection 
of personnel and the maintenance of the integrity 
of the boat. It is assumed that under certain condi- 
tions radio transmitters might be damaged as is 
shown in Paragraph 3b (3). Here it is expected that 
the loading coil on a radio antenna may well be 
blown up or melted by a lightning discharge but that 
a protective cone will be formed immediately below 
the antenna. 

A somewhat different approach has been taken in 
Paragraph 4b where a specification for the protection 
of a small sailboat shows a case where personal 
safety is not considered. The purpose in this was to 
allow the fair-weather sailor some method for pro- 
tecting his boat while at her mooring.
